BLAZE AT 3 O'CLOCK 
NOT UNDER CONTROL 


Fire Originating in Hotel Dal- 
ton Drove Guests, Thinly 
Clad, to Street---Opera House 
Block Destroyed--Lack of 
Water Pressure Hindered 
Firemen. 


Dalton, Ga., April 9% —(Special.)— 
Fire that broke out at midnight in the 
Hotel Dalton had up till 8 o'clock this 
morning destroyed property estimated 
at a quarter of a million dollars. At 
that hour the fire was not under con- 
trol, and the water supply was ex- 
hausted. The Chattanooga fire depart- 
ment arrived at 2:30 o'clock on a spe- 
cial train, but was of little service, on 
account of the lack of water pressure. 

The fire broke out in the. Hotel 
Dalton shortly after midnight. In less 
than an hour this building was com- 
pletely destroyed. This was a four- 
atory building, the largest hotel struc- 
ture in north Georgia. The hotel was 
filled with guests, and many had nar- 
row escapes. ©. V. Downing, of the 
West Construction Company, jumped 
from @ third-story window and was 
geriotisly injured. °

From the Showalter building the 
fire spread to the Dalton Buggy Com- 
pany, whose stock is estimated at $30.- 
000.

Following Explosion Deep in

Littleton, Ala. April §8.—One hun- 
dred and eighteen men are tonight en- 
tombed in the Banner mine, and but 
three bodies have been brought to the 
surface, following a terricif explosion 
early this morning. 
all the men are dead. 

The fatal afterdamp which follqwed 
the explosion .ias so far. kept the res- 
cuers from penetrating the mine, al- 
though they have been far enough in 
the interior to see aygruesome pile of 
human bodies huddled together near 
the shaft. It is estimated that about 
twenty me nare in the pile. Offi- 
cials of the Pratt Consolidated Coal 
Company, who own the mine, have prac- 
tically abandoned. hope of bringing out 
an-- of those below the surface alive. 

Ominous Stillness Pervadés Pit. 

This afternoon they could be heard 
knocking on the pipes below, but 
thére is an ominous stillness tonight 
which indicates that the suffocating 
aftetdamp has done its deadly work. 

Practiéaliy all of the men killed 
were negro convicts. 

The rescue work cannot proceed 
with much efficiency until the mine 
can be bratticed se that fresh air can 
be forced in to drive out the after- 
damp. This work is going on to- 
night, but it will probably be several 
days before all the bodies are recov~ 
ered. There is a possibility some of 
the men tn remote parts of the mine 
will surviv. the deadly gases, but 
| this hope is based on a very slender 
foundation. 

James Oakley, president of the 
state board of oconvict inspectors, 
reached here tonight. The govern- 
ment rescue car made a record run 
from Chattanooga this afternoon. 

No Mourners at Openings.

Resolution Will Be Introduced 
Amending the Act to Probe 
Magazine Mail Pay Question 
So as to Cover the Entire 
Postal Service---Postal Clerks 
Will Get Their Inning.

Washington, April 8.—(Special.)—At 
an early date there will be offered in 
the senate an amendment to the act 
authorizing the appointment of a com- 
mission to investigate the magazine 
mail pay question, and extending the 
scope of the investigation to cover the 
whole postal service. If adopted, it 
will mean a house cleaning in the 
pcesteffice department from cellar tv 
@arret. 

It is pointed out that to simply make 
an investigation of the cost’ of hand- 
ling second-class mail would not give 
a correct idea of the problem that has 
been raised. At any rate, the question 
at issue between the magazine pub- 
lishers and the postal department in- 
volves the whole organization and ad- 
ministration of the department. 

The original joint resolution pro- 
viding for this irvestigation was in- 
troduced by Szrator Penrose, chair- 
man Of the senate committee on post- 
offices and postroads, and wag adopt- 
ed on March 3, last. This settled the 
controversy so far as the last con- 
gress was concerned, | 

Personnel of Commission. 

The resolution provided that one of 
the members of the commission should 
be a justice of the United States su- 
preme court, and two other private 
citizens, none of the three to be in 
any way connected with the postal 
service or with the publishing of any 
magazine or newspaper. Justice 
Hughes, of New York, was appointed 
as the supreme court member of the 
commission. 

They are required under the resolu- 
tion to make an investigation and re- 
port their finding as to the cost to the 
government of handling and trans- 
porting the different classes of sec- 
ond-class mat] matter, and the rate 
that should be charged in order to re- 
imburse the government. 

Now the move is on foot to extend 
these powers and make the commission 
competent to investigate the whole 
postal sérvice in all its branches. If 
the amendment goes through, it will 
result in a complete overhauling of the 
service. On the house side a deter- 
mined purpose is manifested to revive 
committees on expenditures in the 
postoffice and other executive depart- 
ments, and to breathe new life into 
rule 42, which provides their duties. 

Rule Is Specific. 

Representative Morris Shepard, of 
Texas, who introduced the resolution 
of inquiry a few days ago, stated today 
that the rule is already specific as to 
the functions and duties of these com- 
mittees, but has long been a dead let- 
ter under republican administration. 

His resolution directs attention to 
the rule, and provides further that the 
committee shall have full powers of 
investigation, to subpoena witnesses 
and call for the production of books 
and documents. This means that the 
overhauling is to be thorough. The 
cule itself says: 

“The examination of the accounts 
and expenditures of the several depart- 
ments of the government and the man- 
ner of keeping the same, the economy 
ustness and correctness of such ex- 
venditures, their conformity with ap- 
propriate laws, the proper application 
of public moneys,” etc.

This belief ts strengthened. by the 
arrival in Chihuahua today of General 
Lauro Villar, who succeeded the fe‘d- 
eral general, Hernandez, with a de- 
tachment of men and several machine 
guns. 

It is said the rendezvous of Madero 

will be Madora, the terminus of the 
railroad, and within easy marching 
distance of Casas Grandes, the only 
federal stronghold in northern Mexico. 

The departure of Madero’s forces 
was sudden and picturesque. In tne 
dawn the tInsurrectos, mounted on 
horses, wearing high-peaked sombreros 
and huddled with their rifles beneath 
brilliantly colored. blankets, gave a 
touch of action and picturesqueness to 
_the scene as they scattered for miles 

over the broad prairie. 

Madero himself, accompatiied by his 
staff. shortly after daybreak gave the 
command to march. 

Senor Madero says he will weleome 
any peace commission. To their pro- 
posals he wi!!l give careful considera- 
tion, and will encourage any over- 
tures which seem reasonable to him. 

‘It Is folly for any peace commission 
to come to me with any condition to 
keep General Diaz in power,” Senor 
Madero said. “That would be yielding 
the very thing for which we are fight- 
ine. General Diaz has told us before 
he was opposed to re-election, but he 
has gone along and allowed himself te 
be re-elected.” 

DIAZ HAS NAMED NO ONE 
TO TREAT WITH REBELS 

Mexico City, April 8.—Speculation as 
to the appointment of. commissioners 
to arrange terms of peace with thea 
rebels was effectually set at rest today 
by a definite statement from Minister 
of Finance Limantour. 

Mr. Limantour said that no person 
had been named by the government. 

Although Mr. Limantour’s state- 
ments would appear to indicate that 
the Mexican government had ifttle 
hope of an early agreement with Ma- 
Gero. the belief @ppeared to be held 
in other official quarters that a basis 
for peace would yet be found. 
‘Between the rebels and the govern- 

ment there remains but one specific 
‘point of difference-—the resignation of 
President Diaz. Madero has insisted 
that the retirement ef General Diaz 
is essential. 

Francisco I. Madero is the man at 
the head of the troops, but Dr. Vas- 
quez Gomez, at Washington, Is his chief 
lieutenant, and Madero himself has in- 
timated that his opinion will be taken 
into consideration in any agreement 
made. Dr. Vasquez Gomez has state! 
that the resignation of General Diaz 
will not be insisted upon, saying that 
it might lead to anarchy. It {8s upon 
this statement of Dr. Vasquez Gomez 
that the Mexican officials are basing 
their hope of peace without accession 
to the rebel chief's demands.

Business Not So Dull in 
Many Years, 


. 


The Public Won't hieceulate 


and Wall Street Without 
Lambs Is a.Poor. Place for 
Picking, So Far As Profes- 
sionals Are Concerned. 


New York, April 8.—(Special.)— 


Loud cries of hard times are going 
up from Wall street. Business has not 
been so dull in years as it is now. 
The outside public will not speculate, 
and Wall street without lambs is a 
poor place for pickings so far as the 
professionals are concerned. 

There have been many periods of 
dullness in the financial district, but 
none so apparent as the one that ‘s 
now on. Only one day in the last six 
weeks have the transactions been 
above 400,000 shares, and the average 
during thig period is not much over 
25.000 shares daily. This business has 
to be divided among 12,000 members 
and sevéral hundred different firms 
whose running expenses range from 
$10,000 ‘to $350,000 per annum. Some 
of these firms employ in their. New 
York offices alone 75 to 100 clerks. 
The smallest of them ought to do 500 
shares of business daily to pay oper- 
ating expenses, while the largest can- 


not make a profit unless they buy and) 


sell for their customers from 7,000 to 
10,000 shares @ day. 

It has frequently been the experience 
of dozens of houses that they have 
not transacted 100 shares in a day. 
The house whose expenses are said 
to be the largest in Wall street, re- 
cently did only 2,500 shares in an en- 
tire week. One prominent house which 
has expensive branches al] over the 
country, thought itself fortunate one 
day recently to do 100 shares of 
“floor” business on which its commis- 
sion was $27, a mistake in its clearing 
house sheet, in entering the transac- 
tion brought a fine of $10. 

Hard luck stories are the topic of 
the day in these dull times in the state. 
Men who have served continuously one 
firm for a quarter of a century have 
been let out since the first of the year 
with perhaps not a half month's sal- 
ary. An office manager of an impor- 
tant firm who had been drawing $15,- 
000a year was. reduced to $10,000, and 
finally asked to resign, as the business 
he brought to hig firm with specula- 
tion at the present low ebb did not 
produce enough commission to pay 
half his salary. Many men who have 
been drawing salaries of $2,000 to 
$3,500 a year have been glad to be 
retained In most minor positions. One 
office discharged thirty employees in 
a day. 

Relative to their expenses and style 
of living the distress amounting to the 
brokers themselves is as great as with 
their employees. This is especially 
true Of the $2 brokers who thrive in 
active mafkets when they can turn 
over from 10,000 to 20,000 shares a day 
for the different pools, but who, for 
weeks past, have been lucky if they 
made $10 a week out of commissions.

CARTER HARRISON 


For Democratic -Presi- 
dential Nomination. 


Alleged That There Is a Close! 
Alliance Between Hearst and - 
Harrison---Meanwhile, Bryan 
Is Busy and Means to Have a 
Say as to the Candidate. 


By John. Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, April 8.—Mayor-elect 
Carter Harrison, of Chicago, will be 
the Hearst candidate for the demo- 
cratic presidential nomination next 
year. | 

This is the information that reaches 
Washington as one of the sequels of 


the recent municipal election in Chi- 
cago. Ten months ago the tip was 
circulated here that there was a plan | 
on foot to groom Harrison as a presi- | 
dential entry for the 1912 handicap. 
It was said then that the Chicagoan's 
friends were pfeparing to bring him 
out as a candidate for mayor again 
this spring, nominate and elect him 
by a big vote and then put him in 
training for the’ national race. 

This plan has been carried out, so far 
as the making Harrison a mayoralty 
candidate and electing him again are 
concerned. Now the story of the plan 
comes to Washington again with ad- 
ditional emphasis on the presidentiai 
end of-it. Harvison, it is stated, will 
unquestionably be a candidate before 
the next democratic national conven- 
ton. 

When the first reports of the pro- 
posed Harrison movement got out it 
was not known that William Randolph 
Hearst would throw his influence to 
the Chicago man. In the recent muni- 
cipal campaign in the windy city, 
however, Hearst fought for Harrison 
with every resource at his command, 
and in his post-election statement 
Harrison made it clear that he be- 
HMeved he owed his election primarily 
to Hearst. Mr. Harrison not merely 
said this once in the course of his 
statement, but he reiterated it two 
or three times, with aH possible em- 
phasis. 

Indicative of Close Alliance. 

This is certainly indicative of a close 
alliance between the two men anid 
may be taken as confirmatory of the 
statement that Hearst will be behind 
Harrison as a canddate for the presi- 
dency. It is the first direct line that 
has been had on Hearst’s plans for the 
1912 campaign, and is regarded as evi- 
dence that the journalist has aban- 
doned his idea of building the 
Independence League into third 
party of formidable strength. 

A few months ago it was thought 
that Hearst was flirting with Governor 
Harmon, of Ohio. He had a long con- 
ference with Harmon here in Wash- 
ington, and at its conclusion made a 
Statement in which he said that the 
Ohioan was unquestionably the lead- 
ing candidate for the democratic nom- 
ination. In reply to the direct ques- 
tion as to whether he and his news- 
papers would support Harmon in 
event of the latter's nomination he 
said that Harmon seemed to be a 
real democrat, and that that was all 
that he asked in a candidate. 

Now it appears, however, that 
Hearst has fixed upon the Chicago 
mayor-elect as the man he wil! throw 
his influence to in the coming big 
fight. It does not necessarily follow 
that this makes Harrison a formida- 
ble candidate, but it adds interest to 
the general democratic situation and 
gives additional promise of a big fight | 
in the national convention next year. |

If Harrison can get the solid Illinois | 


delegation, wth its fifty-four votes, he 
will have a good start as a “favor- 
ite son” candidate,. and if Hearst is 
in the game in earnest he will un- 
doubtedly.+muster sufficient additional 
strength to become a factor in the 
conventien. 

Of course Harrison must get his 
own state to be considered a _ real 
candidate, and his election as mayor 
of Chicago, however great a triumph 
that was, is by no means a guaran- 
tee that Illinois will be for him. 
Harrison and his crowd have worsted 
Roger Sullivan, the INinois democratic 
boss, in the city, but no one ~has 
written Sullivan's political obituary as 
yet. It is a certainty that Harrison 
will never get Illinois without the 
hardest kind of a fight Roger Sulli- 
van can put up, and the record of the 
past is a guarantee that that will be 
“some fight.”” Hearst knows the kind 
of a fight it will be, because he went 
up against Sullivan in 1904 when he 
was a candidate for the democratic 
presidential nomination. 

Adda Interest to Situation. 

Harrison's candidacy adds interest 
to the gwentral democratc situation be- 
cause it ts additional evidence that 
the fight in the next democratic na- 
tional convention will be one of the 
hardest and most spectacular the 
country has ever witnessed. The 
democrats heve a hope that. ap- 
proaches conviction that they can end 
will carry the presidential election 
next year, and for that reason almost 
every one of the party's leaders who 
regards himself as of presidential size 
is trying to get into the running. This 
means that there will probably be fa- 
vorite sons from a dozen states, and 
it means that no candidate will have 
the nomination cinched when the con- 
vention sits. 

There will be a real fight. Under 
the rules of the democratic party, a 
two-thirds vote is required to nomi- 
nate a presidential candidate. The re- 
pubdlicans nominate their ticket by a 
majority vote, but the successful dem- 
octat must muster two-thirds of the 
delegate strength of the convention. 
This makes it difficult for a candidate 
to get the nomination without a 
struggle. unless the situation is as it 
was in 1900 and again in 1908 when 
Bryan wes named without opposition 
worth considering. With Harmon. of

MULFORD AND TETZLAFF ENTER 
LOZIERS AT INDIANAPOLIS 


Indianapolis, Ind., April 8.—(S8pecial.) 
Three of the famous white-bonneted 
Lozier cars which were the marvel 
of the automobile racing season of 
1910 have been entered in the 500-mile 
International Sweepstakes race ‘to be 
held over the Indianapolis Motor 
Speedway next Memorial day, May 30. 

At the wheel of these famous cars 
will be Ralph Mulford, national road 
race champion of 1910, and Teddy 
Tetzlaff, holder of the ‘American road 
race record and of the American 
Speedway 100-mile record, regardless 
of class. Thig is the first time that 
these two great drivers have been 
thrown together in competition, and 
the outcome when they are both at 
the wheel of cars exactly alike, will 
be watched with interest by motorists 
over the entire world. 

The third Lozier car is entered by 
Dr. W. H. Chambers, of McKeesport, 
Pa., and Wir be piloted by Harold Van 
Gorder, an eastern driver who has 
figured more or less prominently in 
minor events. Van Gorder never par- 
ticipated in any of the big events. The 
car which he -will drive is @ regular 
Stock model forty-six-horse power, a 
duplicate of the cars driven by Mul- 
ford and Tetzlaff. This car was re- 
cently purchased by Dr. Chambers 
through the Loziler agency of Pitts- 
burg, and while Van Gorder will drive 
as one of the Lozier team, Dr. Cham- 
bers is backing him in his racing cam- 
paign, and the car will be entered by 
him in various evengs during the sea- 
son. Van Gorder has been driving 
cars since 1903, having driven the 
Thomas and Hotchkiss in hill climbs. 
Two years ago he acted as mechani- 
cian for Harrison on the Weigel car 
in the Grand Prize race in France over 
the Dieppe circuit. 

The racing history of Mulford and 
Tetzlaff is so recent as to be well 


fo rank among the foremost drivers of 
the world. Tetzlaff has, perhaps, 


achieved a greater measure of success !

The announcement was also iradea 
by the Lozier Motor Company that 
Lozier cars will compete in all the na- 
tional circuit events of the season 
This decision will have an important 
bearing on the racing situation, in 
view of the fact that the Lozier ears 
not only won the national champion- 
ship, but the driving of Mulford.

Johnson’s Record Not Great. 


Johnson is generally regarded as a 
clever boxer and hard hitter, but to bs 
frank, there is nothing in his record 
to prove it. He defeated Tommy 
Burns, an accidental holder of the 
championship and @ much smaller man 
than he, and later had the good fort- 
ine to fight Jeffries when the latter 
was in no condition to put upan argu- 
nent. Without wishing to detract 
rom the champion’s skill, I am setting 
forth the facts without prejudice.

Eliaville, January 2, were last mid- 
night removed from the Schley county 
jail by 200 masked men and lynched in 
a pine thicket a quarter of a mile from 
town. 

About 12 o’clock the mob came to 
the jail and awoke the jailer, A. C. 
Baugh, telling him they had a prisoner. 
When he opened the door half a dozen 
guns were thrown in his face with 
the request to unlock the cells in which 
the three negroes were confined. 

Blacks Rushed to Thicket. 

With guns held on him the failer 
unlocked the cells and the mob tied the 
prisoners with ropes around their 
necks and led them to a pine orchard 
about a quarter of a mile from the 


jail, where they were hung to a tree; 


and their bodies riddled with bullets. 

At the inquest over Eason the evi- 
dence placed the murder of Eason on 
three negroes, Murray Burton, Charlie 
Pickett and Dawson Jordon. All were 
placed in jail, the former two in Ella- 
ville. Dawson Jordon ‘was sent to Co- 
lumbus for fear of violence. Last Sun- 
day night Jordon’s attorney had him 
brought back for the purpose of work- 
ing up the evidence in the trial, avhich 
was to come .up next week at the April 
term of the superior court. 

Schley Deplores Lynching. 

Citizens of the town wers aroused 
from sleep by the firing of about a 
hundred shots from pistols and shoot- 
ing in separate volleys. 

Judging from the tracks the mob 
consisted of 200 men. The people of 
Ellaville-and Schley county generally 
greatly deplore the lynching. 

Everything is quiet today. 

An inquest was held this morning by 
the coroner, and the bodies were turn- 
ed over to their relatives.

Many School Children. 

The children who attended the cere- 
monies were pupils of the Fair street, 
the W. F. Slaton, the Fraser street 
and the Grant Park achools, who 
marched in @ body from their respec- 
tive schools in charge of the princi- 
pal and the teachers. The largest 
number of children came from the 
Fair Street school. 

Chairman Green Presides. 

The exercises were opened by Chair- 
man Green, who made a few brief re- 
marks in which he praised Atlanta 
for Ner good schools and faithful 
teachers. He said Atlanta had many 
things to be proud of, but nothing 
more than her schools. Mr. Green in- 
troduced the next speaker, who was 
Mayor Winn. 

The mayor was emphatic in his 
statement that Atlanta owed more to 
her schools for her progress and de- 
velopment than to any other cause 


cities of the country. He paid a high 
tribute ‘to the officers and teachers. 
He laid stress upon the need of the 
so-called “frills” in the school and 
said that children needed training in 
physical culture, music and drawing

Mitchell sa:d that all the new schools 
were well located and were being well 
built, but there was none that had a 
better lot or was being more com- 
fortably and elegantly built than the 
Hill Street school. He praised the 
teachers for the good work they were 
doing and said the members of the 
board of education appreciated their 
efforts. wa 

Chairman Green introduced the last 
speaker, Assistant Superintendent 
Landrum. Mr. Landrum paid a beau- 
tiful tribute to-the many little boys 
and girls. he saw before him and 
praised the teachers for their high ef- 
ficiency. He called attention to the 
fact that many of the school lots in 
the city were greatly in need of grad- 
ing and grass in order to. make them 
fit playgrounds for the children. He 
said that he became connected with 
the public schools in 1885 as §princi- 
pal of the Walker Street school and at 
that time there were only eighty-seven 
teachers in Atlanta. Now there are 
nearly 500. This, he said, spoke elo- 
quently for the growth of Atlanta. 

The children sang “America,” “Red, 
White and Blue” and “Dixie,” and 
their music was a very attractive 
feature of the program. 

When the exercises were concluded 
Chairman Green turned over to the 
Masons the cornerstone laying.

In 
the building there will be two gym- 
nasiums the basement, a recep- 
tion room and office for the princi- 
pal, a teacher’s rest room, a library 
and a sufficient tumber of cloak 
rooms. The building will be well ven- 
tilated and heated by a most modern 
and up-to-date plant. 

Chairman Green was highly praised 
for the excellent manner in which he 
arranged the program and for the 
able way in which he not only pre- 
sided over the exercises but man- 
aged the many hundreds of children 
who wers present.

If Case Against Him Is 
Reopened. 


There Is Little Doubt That He 
Will Be Unseated if Another 
Vote Is Taken---Nearly All 
the New Senators Are Against 
Lorimer. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, April 8.—(Special.)— 
William Lorimer, the blond boss of I- 
linois, will lose his seat in the senate 
if his case is reopened by that body, 
as proposed by the La Follette resolu- 
tion, and considered on the same basis 
on which it was decided in the closing 
days of the late session» This seems 
certain as the result of a careful sur- 
vey of the changes in the vote brought 
about by changes in the personnel of 
the senate, and it is the reason that 
the Lorimer forces will fight desper- 
ately to prevent the reopening of the 
case. 

Lorimer was “vindicated” and given 
a clear title to his seat by a vote of 
46 to 40. Of the senators who voted 
for him, ten have since retired to pri- 
vite life, and of their successors in 
the senate it is stated that at least 
nine are disposed to be against Lori- 
mer. Of the forty senators who voted 
against Lorimer, three have retired, but 
their successors are all regarded as 
anti-Lorimer, so there is no loss to the 
opposition. 

Two senators who would have voted 
against Lorimer were absent from the 
senate on the day the Vote was taken. 
One of them will still be against the 
Illinois senator, and while the other 
has retired, his successor is looked 
upon as certain to line up with the op- 
position. 

Net Gain to Opposition. 

This means a net gain to the oppo- 
sition of eleven votes, a total of fifty- 
one. On the other hand, Lorimer is 
assured of no new votes. However, 
two of the new senators are classed 
as probably favorable to him, which 
would give him thirty-eight votes, 
while there are at present two vacan- 
cles in the senate, and Senator Lori- 
mer himself would not vote. 

Dick of Ohio, Depew of New York, 
Kean of New Jersey, Hale of Maine, 
Carter of Montana, Burrows of Michi- 
gan, Bulkley of Connecticut, Flint of 
California, Piles of Washington, and 


Scott of West Virginia, were the “lame | 


ducks” who supported Lorimer, and 
who will not be here to vote for him 
again if the issue is raised. They were 
all republicans. 

Pomerene, of Ohlo, democrat, who 
succeeded Dick, is classed as anti-Lori- 
mer, and with him are placed O’Gor- 
man, of New York, democrat, who suc- 
ceeded Depew; Martine, of New Jer- 
sey, democrat, who succeeded Kean; 
Johnson, of Maine, democrat, Hale’s 
successor; Townsend, of Michigan, re- 
publican, who has Burrows’ seat: My- 
ers, of Montana, democrat, who suc- 
ceeded*Carter; McLean, of Connecticut, 
republican, who succeeded Bulkley; 
Works, of California, republican, 
Flint’s successor, and Poindexter, of 
Washington, republican, to whom 
Piles gave way. 

Chilton, 6f West Virginia, democrat, 
who succeeded Scott, is classed as 
probably pro-Lorimer, inasmuch as his 
colleague, Watson, the other new dem- 
ocratic senator from that state, voted 
for the Illinois senator. Lippitt, of 
Rhode Island, republican, who has the 
seat ‘held so long by Senator Aldrich, 
is also classed -as a probable Lorimer 
supporter. Senator Aldrich was not 
present when the vote was taken on 
the first day of March, but he was 
known as a pro-Lorimerite. 

Beveridge, of Indiana, républican, 
who was ore of the most active of the 
opposition, is no longer in the senate, 
but his democratic successor, John W. 
Kern, is said to be against Lorimer. 
Warner, of Missorui, republican, who 
voted against Lorimer, has yielded his 
seat to a democrat, Reid, who is alse 
classed as anti. Senator Money, of Mis- 
sissippi, who was with the opposition, 
has been succeeded by John Sharpe 
WilMams, and it is said there will be 
no change of vote there, so the oppo- 
sition lost nothing. 

_ Terrell Against Lorimer. 

Frazier, of Tennessee, democrat, and 
Terrell, of Georgia, democrat, were not 
present when the vote was taken. The 
latter was against Lorimer, and pre- 
eumably has not changed his views 
Frazier, who was also against the Illi- 
noisan, and who presented the minor- 
ity report from the committee on priv- 
lleges and elections, is no longer in 
the senate, but his successor, Senator 
Luke Lea, is ranked with the opposi- 
tion. Taliaferro, of Florida, was pres- 
ent in the senate when the vote was 
taken, but remained silent. It is net 
known how his successor will vote. 
There has been no election of a senator 
by the Colorado legislature, so that 
vote ca@nnot be classified. 

It is also well within the bounds of 
probabilities that some of the sena- 
tors who voted for Lorimer on the 
original issue will change their minds 
in view of the new and startling evi- 
dence that has been brought out by 
the investigation at Springfield, IIL 
Certain it is that none of these sena- 
tors is anxious to have the case re- 
opened, and many of them have been 
greatly embarrassed by the recent dis- 
closures relative to the alleged $100,000 
boodle fund that was raised by Chi- 
cago “interests” to procure Lorimer’s 
election. 

The opposition to Lorimer will be in 
no hurry to press the La Follette reso- 
jution to an issue. La Follette will 
probably make a speech in support of 
the resolution next week, but he and 
nis confreres are content to hold off 
the test for a reasonable time, in or- 
@er to see if the inquiry now unde- 
way at Springfield does not bring our 
additional evidence that will have «a 
strong influence toward forcing the 
senate to reopen the case. 

How Lorimer Will Fight. 

Lorimer’s friends, for their pat., 
have two lines on whichf they wil’ 
fight. First, they will contend that 
Lorimer cannot be subjected to a sec- 
ond investigation, inasmuch as the sen- 
ate Nas once gone into the case and 
registered a verdict favorable to him. 
Their second contention will be that 
if the issue is presented again it can-

BIG BLOCKADE PLANTS 
RAIDED IN CAROLINA 


Revenue Officers Discover 750- 
Gallon Still Near Town 
of Fremont. 


Wilmington, NM C., April 8.—The 
largest blockade distillery seizure in 
the history of the state is reported 
fr6m near Fremont and Kinston, this 
State, today, by Revenue Officers W. 
K. Meritt and J. E. Cameron. The 
Fremont plant was of 750 gallons ca- 
pacity, and had formerly been a gov- 
ernment distillery, was seized and sold 
two years ago, was then stolen from 
the government and never heard of 
again until today when taken by the 
officers on a 300-acre plantation in a 
house built to imitate a tobacco barn, 
with underground steam pipes from a 
cotton ginnery some distance‘ away.

Minnesota Railroad Commission 
Loses Fight for Two-Cent 
Passenger Fare and for a 
Reduction in Freight Rates 
as Weill. :

St. Paul, Apri 8—The Minnesota 
state railroad commission has lost the 
fight for a reduction in passenger 
fares to 2 cents per mile; on merchan- 
dise, 20 to 25 per cent, and on com- 
modities 7.7 per cent. 

The railroads had put the reduc- 
tion into effect, but the stockholders of 
the Northern Pacific, the Great North~- 
ern Railway company and the Min- 
neapolis and St. Lous brought injunc- 
tion suits against the commission to 
stop the enforcement of the order. 

Judge Walter H. Sanborn, in the 
eighth United States circuit court, to- 
day handed down an opinion declaring

stitution.” 

Decision of the Court. 

Judge Sanborn rendered decrees to- 
day which enjoin the enforcement of 
the reduction after June 1, 1911. His 
opinion in part reads: 

“These acts and orders which pre- 
scribe maximum fares’ and rates that 
bring to the Northern Pacific com- 
pany an annual net income of only 
2.909 per cent, to the Great Northern 
company an annual net income of only 
3.359 and to the Minneapolis and St. 


Louvigs company an annual net income 
of only 2.476 per cent of the respective

“When after fares and rates have 
been tried by actual use for months, 
after plenary proof of their effect and 
other facts determinative of the is- 
sue, confiscation vel non @ has 
been made before a master learned in 
the law who finds the facts, the legal 
or judicial presumption that his find- 
ings are just and right, while not con- 
clusive, is superior to the original pre- 
sumption that the rates were just 
and reasonable. 

“Interest on the cost of reproduc- 
tion of railroad property at 4 per cent 
per annum during one-half the time 
requisite to acquire and construct it 
is a necessary expense of reproduction 
and may be lawfully allowed as such.

I shail, of course, 
give my heartiest support to this meas- 
ure, and, unless the idea is incorporat- 
ed ‘when it reaches the senate, shall 
endeavor to have election of senators 
by popular vote apply to unexpired as 
well as full terms. As a matter of 
fact, this would constitute the only 
change in the method of electing sen- 
ators, so far as Georgia is concerned, 
and would take an immense power now 
held within tle discretion of arbitrar- 
ily chosen state executive committees 
and place it directly with the people. 
Of course, | shall oppose any effort to 
inject the negro question into this is- 
gue, or to give the federal government 
the power of supervising the elections 
for senators or any other officers. 

“T have been looking very carefully 
into the matter of the proposed tariff 
reciprocity agreement between this 
country and Canada, for the considera- 
tion of which’ the special session was 
specifically called. The more I study 
the agreement the more firmly con- 
vinced I am that it constitutes perhaps 
the longest step of recent years toward 
an equitable solution of the tariff ques- 
tion. I am, and have always been, con- 
stant in the advocacy of a tariff for 
revenue only. I believe American in- 
dustries have reached that stage of 
development needing no _ protection, 
even if they ever did. This is particu- 
larly true with regard to the south, 
and especially to Georgia. Obviously, 
however, it is unfair to force us to buy 
in a protected market and sell in a 
free one. Therefore, any move that 
takes foreign tariff exactions off the 
things we export, and at the same 
time removes our own. tariff taxes 
from the imports we must have, is de- 
eerving of the most cordial support 
from our people. 

Werthy of Careful Study. 

“This reciprocity agreement is 
worthy of the careful study of every 
Georgian and every southerner. Of 
course, in an Interview of this kind I 
can only touch it in high places. But 
its enactment tnto law means wider 
markets for many of our growing in- 
dustries. For insta the Canadian 
tariff imposed on fruits and fresh vege- 
tables has amounted, perhaps, to ex- 
actions of $10,000, or more, annually 
on the exports of those products from 
Georgia to Canada. It is not in the 
money that will be saved by the fruit

and truck producers of this state by 
escaping the Canadian tariff, but the 
g00d “lies in the broader and better 
market which the obliteration of the | 
tariff wall will open to them. 

“Probably the most important ar- 
ticle to us in the schedule is cotton 
seed oil, of which Georgia produces 
more than 20 per cent of the entire 
world’s supply and of which the soutn 
has a practical monopoly. Last year 
Canada collected nearly $200,000 in 
tariff on this produce alone, not to 
mention the tariffon many of the by- 
products of cotton seed. The extendei 
market which will be brought about 
by the removal of the above burden 
should mean better prices for every 
bushelofcotton seed soldby Georgia 
farmers. On the other hang our tariff 
tax on wood pulp and print paper, none 
of which is supplied by Georgia, has 
cost the people of Georgia many thou- 
sand dollars a year and has put them 
at the mercy of the paper trust, which 
controls all the factories and pulp 
woods of New England and the middle 
west. The proposed agreement places 
ithe ordinary pulp and the commonly 
used grades of paper, such as bought 
by the newspapers and used in the 
manufacture of bags and wrapping 
paper, on the free list and lowers the 
duty on higher grades. This means 
that the Canadian forests and the 
Canadian mills may compete with 
‘those of the Unitedq States on the 
basis of absolute free trade, and in- 
asmuch as no large amount of pulp 
or paper is imported from any other 
country, the agreement will mean full, 
free trade with regard to those prod- 
ucts. 

The Cattle Schedule. 

“Another schedule which impresses 
me as important is that which places 
cattle upon the free list. Another 
puts wheat there. However, these, 
while tending to lower the purchase 
price of flour and beef, may be doubt- 
ful blessings to Georgia in the long 
run, for we should, and I believe we 
soon will, produce asaufficient cereals 
and fresh meats to meet our home 
needs and thus be independent of 
northern trusts and federal tariffs in 
that regard. Among other matters of 
which Georgia is interested are build- 
ing stones and several mineral prod- 
ucts which hereafter may be exported 
| to Canada free of tariff. It may be 
surprising, but we are already selling 
a considerable amount of the products 
of our north Georgia hills to the peo- 
ple of the Dominion of Canada. While 
the mineral echedules are not as 
droad as we might wish, ‘the proposed 
change should prove a valuable stimu- 
lant to our mineral industries. 

“Personally I am in favor of abso- 
lute reciprocal free trade between the 
United States and Canada. If the 
broadening of the proposeg agreement 
to that extent were blocked by oppo- 
sition in this country, I, as a senator, 
would make every effort to have it 
broadened, but inasmuch as the Ca- 
nadian govermment will not agree to 
such an arrangement, I think that it !{s 
wisest to first secure and test that 
which has been agreed to by them. 

Will Limit Business. 

‘I expect the deliberations of the 
special session will be confined some- 
what to the limited schedule of busi- 
ness agreeq upon by the house demo- 
cratic caucus. Of course al] revenue 
legisiation must originate ini the 
house. I have no doubt that the 
representatives will at -least remove 
the worst features of the -Payne-Ald- 
rich tariff bill. I shall, of course, give 
all efforts along that line my hearttest 
support, even to the extent of com- 
plete revision downward if found pos-

“One of these is provision for ex- 
tending the world markets for cotton 
and cotton goods.

And yet it should be easy to get 
practically every person iiving to wear 
not only one, but several cotton shirts 
each year. All that is needed is for 
export markets to be opened up and 
developed. This cannot be done ef- 
fectually by the trade, but must be 
done by the governmental agencies. I 
am looking into the matters very care- 
fully and think I shall be able to do 
something along that line. If noth- 
ing can be gotten through congress at 
the present session I intend taking 
the question up with the departments 
in Washington and urging upon them 
the importance of giving more atten- 
tion to the extending of our textile 
trade. Nothing is more important to 
southern farmers and business men.

MILLER CONVICTED 
IN FEDERAL COUR 


Jury Which Heard Broker’s 
Case Remained Out 
but Short While. 


Aberdeen, Miss., April 8.—Fifteen 
minutes after Judge Niles had con- 
cluded his charge today a jury in the 
United States district court returned 
a verdict finding J. 8S. Miller, for 
years a commanding figure in the 
spot cotton trading of the south, guil- 
ty of using the mails for fraudulent 
purposes. Within a haif-hour Miller, 
interrupted in the midst of his noon 
day meal to hear the verdict, had been 
imprisoned and, despite the protests 
of his counsel, must remain in jail 
until Monday at least, when an ap- 
Plication for bail pending an appeal 
will be heard. Miller was found 
guilty on three counts. The maximum 
punishment possible is fifteen years’ 
imprisonment, 

L. C. Steele, C. H. G. Linds and J. H, 
McKnight, fellow members in the firm 
of Steele, Miller & Co., will be called 
for trial Monday. Testifying in the 
case of Miller, the two first named 
admitted the charge as true, but de- 
clared Miller, the directing head of 
the firm and primarily responsible, 
and McKnight has made no statement. 

The failure. of the firm last year 
caused a widespread financial disturb- 
ance, and, with the allegation of whole- 
sale frauds through the issuance of 
bogus cotton bills of lading, leqd to a 
general readjustment of the cotton ex- 
porting business of the United States. 
It was charged that banking institu- 
tions of the United States and cotton 
importin concerns of Europe were 
defrauded of 34,520 bales of cotton of 
an approximate value of $2,500,000. A 
banker of Bremen, Germany, a cotton 
importer of Havre, France, besides a 
score of more bankers and railroad 
officials of this country were sum- 
moned to testify at the trials, which 
began last Tuesday.

I LORIMER CASE 


Probing Committee of Illi- 
nois Senate Working 
in Chicago. 


Ch o, April 8.—(Special.)—The 
commitipe investigating the Lorimer 
election scandal today was brought 
to Chicago. While Senator. William 
Lorimer said he was preparing to re- 
turn to Washington, the members of 
the Helm senatorial committee, which 
quietly came from Springfield, went 
into executive session. John Healy, 
special attorney of the committee, was 
with the investigators when they met. 

Senator Lorimer remained at the L2 
Salle bank until long after noon. It 
was said he was in conference with 
his Illinois leaders, outlining plans for 
his defense. 

He ignored telegraphic appeals to 
return immediately to Washington, and 
finally announced he would return to 
Washington late in the day. 

Senator Lorimer, reported over the 
telephone, said he would go east on an 
afternoon train. He refused to dis- 
cuss any charges in connection with 
his election. 

“I have nothing to add to my earlier 
comment, which is that I wil) answer 
all the charges on the floor of the sen- 
ate,” said he. 

“I am not disturbed over anything 
that is being said. I am gotng back 
to Washington. There all may hear 
my answer when the time comes.” 

Senator Lorimer was anxious to for- 
tify himself against new attacks from 
Springfield, it was reported, because 
the startling revelations before the 
Helm senatorial committee have work- 
ed havoc with him in Washington. Fur- 
ther disclosures at Springfield are par- 
ticularly dreaded at this time, accord- 
ing to common belief. 

That the real crisis is rapidly ap- 
proaching for the senator was indi- 
cated by the statement that he would 
direct the hearing on the charges of 
Clarence S. Funk, the International 
Harvester Company manager, who told 
the ‘Helm committee of a $100,000 elec- 
tion fund. It was said that books and 
records of a bank would be used in 
support of the Funk charges. 

Meantime Sergeat-at-Arms Zinn, of 
the Helm committee, and five assist- 
ants were secretly rounding uu mil- 
HMonaire packers and bankers, who wil! 
be on the stand before the committee 
Mr. Zinn, who is also sergeant-at-arms 
of the senate committee investigating 
the civil service In Cook county, said:

It is authoritatively stated tonight 
that every corner of the workings 
which a fleeing victim might have 
reached in his frenzy for pure air has 
been reached and that every body has 
| been removed. The last group of dead, 
comprising seven men, was brought 
up from the depths a little before noon 
today. 

Undertakers Fought for Bodies. 

As fast as the bodies were identified 
they were tagged, and if relatives did 
not come to claim them, they were 
turned over to an undertaker to be 
prepared for burial and taken home. 
The undertakers fairly fought for the 
bodies, believing that the company 
would stand for a good round charge, 
and scenes that were disgraceful re- 
sulted. 

Police authorities had to interfere 
to preserve some aspect of decency. 

About every other house in the vil- 
lage of Throop, a typical mining set- 
tlement, had crepe on its door, and in 
some houses there are more than one 
corpse. Funerals probably will be held 
Monday. In the matter of the num- 
ber of victims, this is the worst mine 
horror that has ever occurred in the 
Lackawanna Valley region, and the 
worst in the whole anthracite coal 
fields since the Avondale disaster of 
September 6, 1869, when 110 men lost 
their lives. 

The twin shaft disaster of June 26, 
1896, in Pittston, near here, claimed 
fifty-one victims. These men were en- 
trapped by a cave-in which they wer, 
working to prevent by the erection of 
pillars. Not one of their bodies was 
ever recovered. 

Many explanations are offered as to 
how the Pancoast victims came _ to 
their death, but none of them is as 
yet generally accepted. 

Perished Giving Warning. 

The fire started yosterday morning 
a little after 9 o'clock. It is not known, 
but it is estimated that it was wel! 
along toward 11 o’clock when the dan- 
| ger to the men in the tunnel was real- 
ized. Walter Knight, the foreman, and 
Isaac Dawe and Perry, fire 
bosses, gave an alarm to the 
different velns, and then _§ started 
in to notify the tunnel men to get out. 
Perry and the two bosses went in to- 
ward the tunnel workings, 1,000 feet 
ahead. 

Knight was one of the headiest men 
in the company’s employ, and knew 
the mine like he did his own -home, 
but he did not take out the tunnel men. 
With Dawe and Perry, he perished 
with the men they went into warn. 

There was a winding, devious way 
to the second opening, but this prob- 
ably was filled with smoke and white 
damp before the men could get well 
started on their journey through it. 
Some attempted to come back in the 
direction of the fire. Some got a con- 
siderable distance in the other direc- 
tion, but none got anywhere near safe- 
ty. They fell in their tracks or lay 
down exhausted, burying their faces 
in the wet culm to avoid the choking 
smoke and deadly gas. Some stuffed 
wet handkerchiefs in their mouths. 
Some were found huddled up under 
Sheets of canvas, used largely in the 
mines in constructing air courses.

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BRYAN KNOCKED 
BY WOE BAILEY 


Texas Senator Doesn't 
Appreciate Nebraskan. 


Bailey Says Bryan Is in Wash- 
ington to Organize Radicals 
and Make War--- Bailey De- 
nounces Bryan for Making a 
Fight on Martin. 


Washington, April 8.—(Special.)—By 
long odds the most interesting figure 
in Washington this week has been 
Hon. W. J. Bryan, of Nebraska. Mr. 
Bryan has been advising with the dem- 
ocratic leaders in both branches of 
congress, and is credited with having 
taken an active part in the unsuccess- 
ful effort to prevent the election of 
Senator Martin, of Virginia, as the 
minority leader in the upper branch. 

That Mr. Bryan's presence and activ- 
ity is distasteful to some of the more 
conservative democratic leaders is 
evinced by a bitter interview with 
Senator Bailey, of Texas, printed to- 
day. 

Says Bryan Came for War. 

Mr. Bailey said: 

“Mr. Bryan now absolutely domi- 
nates the house of representatives. 

“He deliberately came to Washing- 
ton to organize the radicals, and make 
war on everybody else. He had no 
business here except to make trouble 
and to try to drive his party away 
from its sound and historic position. | 

“These men pretend they are fight- 
ing me personally, but the truth is 
that they are not so much opposed to 
me as to my views and the views of 
those who stand with me in the senate 
and in the house. 

“Before Bryan came down here, 
there was no trouble arfong the dem- 
ocrats in the senate. They were har- 
monious, and acting together. There 
was no dissension. Mr. Bryan came on 
the ground, went about among the 
new members and stirred up not mere. 
ly a protest, but a riot. 

“Mr. Bryan and the radicals attack 
me as a protectionist. Any man who 
says I am a protectionist is a fool. 
They argue that I am @ protectionist 
because I have voted for protective 
duties, but I want to point out that 
whenever I have done so I have voted 
for lower duties. 

As to Baltleyism. 

*“What they call Baileyism is simply 
the fundamental doctrines of the dem- 
ocratic party. Mr. Bryan and his fol- 
lowers first announced that they were 
opposed to me as a minority leader in 
the senate. I could have had the 
leadership by a clear majority, but I 
would not take it, because I did not 
consider myself temperamentally fitted 
for it. 

“It was then proposed that Senator 
Bacon, of Georgia, one of the most ex- 
perienced and intelligent democrats in 
the ssenate, should be the minority 
leader. Senator Bacon does not share 
fhe extreme views of the raditals, and 
he refused to allow his name to be 
used, because there seemed to be a 
contest. 

“Then when Senator Martin, of Vir- 
ginia, was suggested as a candidate, 
he was attacked as a Bailey democrat 
because he was not a radical. The 
fact is that, since Mr. Bryan came to 
Washington, he has been organizing 
everything fanatical in the party to 
fight everything based on the old and 
settled principles of the party. 

Bryan Had No Business in Washington, 

“It was not Mr. Bryan's business to 
come to Washington and interfere with 
the work committed by the people to 
their elected representatives. He had 
no right to stir up passion and strife 
in his party. 

“Yet, I will say this, that, if the ex- 
treme policies advocated by the radi- 
cals are to dominate the democratic 
party, and that it Is to stand for the 
substitution of direct democracy for 
the representative government provid- 
ed in the constitution, if it is to advo- 
initiative and referendum, 


vored by fanaticism, Mr. Bryan will 
be the logical candidate of the party 
for president, ‘and is bound to be nom- 


inated next year. 
“These policies are his, and it is only 
right to admit that he has fought for 


on the people. If the actual form of 
our goverr.ment is to be changed and 
direct democracy is to take the place 
of our present system of representa- 
tive government, Mr. Bryan ts honestly 


In the meantime, Mr. Bryan is saying 
very little. He ig consulted frequently, 
and is perfectly willing to give his 
views when they are asked. He will 
not discuss candidates; says the time is 
not yet ripe for it, and lets it go at

RATS ARE MENACING 
SAFETY OF ENGLAND 


London, April §8.—(Special.)—Men- 
aces to the safety of England. con- 
tinue to multiply. The German peril 
is always present, the free trade threat 
against the integrity. of the empire 
is an old friend, socialist spoliation 
often clouds the future and recentiy 
the country has heard much about the 
white bread danger. The latest 
source of perturbation is the discovery 
that “the balance of nature has been 
upset” and that innumerable evils are 
expected to flow from this dislocation. 
So many of the natural enemies of 
rats have been destroyed that the 
long-tailed terrors are rampant in 
every direction and the Associated 
Chambers of Commerce its advancing 
in solid phalanx against the rodents. 

“Incredible though it seems,’ 95, 
Secretary Matthews of this organiza- 
tion, “the country suffers from rats 
to the extent of $15,000,000 annually. 
Nor is the plague of rats the only 
sign of the disturbed balance of na- 
ture. The board of agriculture has 
ordered a general attack on the mi- 
grant pigeons, which are descending 
by hundreds and destroying whole 
clover fields in various parts of Eng- 
land. Rooks, larks and__ starlings, 
some working in one place or another, 
have more than decimated the wheat 
fields. 

“All these evils are due to man's 
meddling with the course of nature. 
The fox, the deadiiest foe of rats, is 
about the only enemy of those pests 
that we have not killed off. Cats 
used to make themselves valuable by 
catching rats. Now they scorn work 
so vulgar and food so coarse. Noth- 
ing is good enough for them except 
canaries.”

FOR ALABAMA SCHOOLS 


University of Alabama Gets 
$300,000, Auburn Poly- 
technic $200,000. 


Montgomery, Ala, April 8.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The house last night passed by 
a unanimous vote the bill appropriat- 
ing. $300,000 to the University of Ala- 
bama. Like bills were passed giving 
$200,000 to the tAuburn Polytechnic

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LITTLE TOWN OF TUNNEL HILL, § 
FIFTY YEARS AHEAD OF TIMES 


Dalton, Ga., April 8.—(Special.)—-The 
town of Tunnel Hill, seven miles north 
of Dalton tin this county, has had @ 
commission form of government for 
sixty years. 

When Galveston and other cities a 
few years ago sprung the commission 
government idea, which was destined 
to spread over the entire United States, 
they got the glory, as did Amerigo 
Vespucci in connection with the dis- 
covery of America, but the town of 
Tunnel Hill, like Christopher Colum- 
bus, “saw it first.’’ 

Tunnel Hill has a population of 
about 300 as good people as can be 
found in north Georgia. In 1851, just 
sixty years ago, the town was incor- 
porated, and has ever since, been gov- 
erned by commissioners. 

Five commissioners are chosen by 
popular vote to serve for a period of 
two years. These commissioners then 
elect a chairman and a town marshal. 

The chairman .appoints various com- 
missioners to look after the several 
branches of the administration, and the 
commissioners as a whole try any 
cases which are made by the marshal. 

An election hag just been held in 
Tunnel Hill, and the following offi- 
cials will serve for the next two 
years: C. P. N. Harris, chairman; 
Charles Foster, Arthur Moody, Dr. W.

A. Jordan and William Hammondtree. 

Tunnel was the first district in the 
State of Georgia to carry prohibition, 
and very frequently the justice of the 
peace docket has no entry on it when 
the county grand jury meets, which 
speaks volumes for the high class of 
citizenship which peoples the little 
town. 

If theirs is not a commission form 
of government, it is near one, they 
say, and that Tunnel Hill has been 
about fifty years ahead of the times.

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Children in Opera. 

One incident of the coming of the 
Metropolitan Grand Opera Company to 
Atlanta, which is in itself sufficient to 
illustrate the genuine musical benefit tg 
be derived from the engagement, is the 
part Atlanta children will be called 
upon to take in the production of 
“Koenigskinder.” 

“The work these children will be 
called upon to do is no ‘child’s play,’” a 
prominent Atlanta musician, who has 
heard the opera and has studied the 
score, said last week. 

“It is in three parts, and is no less 
difficult than the choruses assigned to 
the grown people. There is nothing 
‘catchy’ about it that would make it 
easy to learn, but once learned, it will 
be found very beautiful. In fact, the 
Humperdinck opera is the most import- 
ant, from the musical standpoint, of 
the group of operas to be presented 
here, The orchestra part is wonderful, 
and also very difficult, and the story, 
while it is sad, is very effective.” 

Since the children’s choruses (they 
appear three times) are difficult, their 
mastery will mean that much more to 
achievement to the young people who 
are forunate enough to be chosen to 
sing, and there is every reason to think 
that notonly these children gain much 
of musical insptration from the operatic 
atmosphere and the pride of contribut-, 
ing, but their participation will be a 
suggestion and an incentive to the 
musical ambition of others. 

On the same line, it would seem a 
much wiser kind of indulgence on the 
part of parents to send the young folks 
to the opera, even though the tickets do 
cost something, than to give them all

week to week for a ‘kind of theatrical 
amusement which is at least doubtful 
in its benefits. 

To any child of intelligence the

This animos- 
ity bids fair to be entirely wiped out 
by the recommendations of the forest 
reserve officers, who are urgently recr 
ommending the utilization of the range 
under proper grazing regulations. The 
forest officiale concede that the un- 
grazed forest reserve, with its dry 
grass and other herbage, gives mate- 
rial for the flames, and makes the for- 
est fires fiercer and more destructive 
than if the land had been grazed. 
The national forest administration is 
endeavoring to open all available 
ranges to the fullest use of the stock- 
men, consistent with the protection of 
forest growth and water supply; in 
other words, to have each range prop- 
erly grazed but not over-grazed. They 
plan to open such reserVes as the Ok- 
anogan, the Chelan, and the Colville to 
stock, by the construction of drive- 
ways and the building of roads and 
trails to make this range available to 
the surrounding stockmen.

STORY OF “KOENIGSKINDER” 
IS BUILT UPON A LEGEND 


The story of “Koenitgskinder,” the 
Humperdinck: offering for Friday eve- 
ning’s performance of the Metropolitan 
Opera Company, April 28, is elgendary 
insofar as it is built around the subject 
of witchoraft, bit the people and their 
doings are purely human. 

The story is of a young girl detained 
by a witch to tend the geese outside 
her hut. As she dreams under the trees 
the king’s son, having tired of the 
emptiness of life at court, comes upon 
her, and is won by her innocent sim- 
plicity as by her beauty. He requests 
that she exchange the garland of flow- 
ers that she has just finished weaving 
for the golden crown that he offers her, 
but the innocent maid fears the prince 
and her own emotions as well. She 
tella him, however, that when a star 
shall fall into a lily in her garden she 
will marry him. 

Citizens Reach Scene. 

The prince leaves the goose-girl, and 
the witch's cottage ia visited by a dele- 
gation of citizens from the town of 
Hellabrunn-——the fiddler, the woodoutter 
and the broommaker, who have come 
at the behest of their fellow citizens to 
beg the witch’s help. The citizens of 
democratic Hellabrunn, the city of the 
valley below, are tired of ruling them- 
selves, and now desire a king. 
witch scorns them for seeking the fet- 
tere of a ruler, but at last contemptu- 
ously half prophesies and half decrees 
that; on the morrow, at the Hella fete, 


gate as the clock strikes 12, rogue or 
—. he shajl be your king.” 

\The woodcutter. and the broommaker 
Gepert in exultation. The fiddler re- 
meine. He has caught sight of the in- 
nosent goose-girl, and now challenges 
the witch to bring out her “golden: 
bird.” The witch, much against her 
will, finally, in an altercation, tells the 
facts as to the parentage of the goose- 

tri. 

. The fiddler has known both parents— 
“Nobly they died a martyr’s death for 
honor’s sake—two royal natures,” he 
exclaims. In a dramatic scene, culmi- 
nating tn the falling of a star as a sign 
from heaven, the fiddler frees the 
goose-girl from the witch's charm. 
With a ory of “released! released!” she 
rune with the fiddler into the wood, 
followed by her whole flock of cack- 
ling geese. 

The second act shows the city com- 
mons just within the gates of Hella- 
brunn. The oltizens are excitedly 
awaiting the stroke of 12 and the ar- 
rival of their promised king. They are 
expecting a magnificent monarch, In 
a state coach, with gorgeous garments, 
whose sole object in life will be to 
scatter largesse among the crowd. 

The king’s son tried to reason with 


The, 


i as to whether the monarch could 
not come in simpler guise and be none 
the less a king. But the bare sugges- 
tion is considered an insult to the dig- 
nity of Hellabrunn. It is at the height 
of this uproar that the clock begins to 


tell the eventful hour. The crowd is 
| hushed into silence as with an impos- 
ing show of ceremony the city gates 
are opened wide. Surrounded by her 
flock of geese, her golden hair envelop- 
ing her like a mantle, the innocent- 
faced goose-girl walks in. 


It is an intensely dramatic moment. 
The disappointment and fury of the 
crowd is unspeakable at the supposed 
trick the witch has played upon them. 
No sooner do they find their voices 
| than they break violently in upon the 
meeting which has meanwhile taken 
place between the king’s son and the 
goose-girl, and upon these two inno- 
cent victims of fate they vent their 
spleen, thrusting them both without 
the gates itn violence and with added 
insult. 

Deeper Note of Tragedy. 

The final act strikes a deeper note of 
tragedy. Ever since the banishment 
from Hellabrunn, the king’s son and the 
g006e-girl have been wandering 
through the forest, the king’s son fail- 
ing in his attempt to find a way back 
to his father’s house and kingdom. The 
goose-girl is so wasted with fever that 
she is now no longer able to walk. 

In their wanderings the two have 
come upon the witch’s cottage, now in 
the dead of winter, in desolate contrast 
with the brilliant summer scene in the 
opening act. Momentarily the cottage 
is occupied by the woodcutt@r and the 
broommaker, who have entered to get 
warm. 

Wrapping the fever-stricken goose- 
girl in his bearskin mantle, the king’s 
son places her tenderly on the snow- 
covered ground, and, putting pride 
aside, goes to the cottage to beg for 
food. But the Hellabrunn citizens shel- 
tered there drive him savagely away, 
laughing in scorn at the idea of giving 
to a hegmar. 

The king’s son returns to the hillock 
and gives way to a burst of despair. 
This rouses the goose-girl to a last 
flicker of life and strength, and in the 
effort to calm his despair, she denies 
that she is iil, and to prove it flings 
aside the bearskin, and with the fitful 
energy of fever, begins to dance in her 
bare feet on the snow. Then giddiness 
seizes upon her, and she falls fainting 
to the ground. In despair the king’s 
son revives her. Then he remembers 
his golden crown which he had brought 
with him from his father’s kingdom, 
and offers to barter it for bread. The 
woodcutter and the broommaker now 
eagerly seek to meet the demands of 
the prince, and, hidden away in a cor- 


[ner of the cottage they come upon a 
loaf of bread, which, unsuspected by 


avons of them, is of a deadly nature, 
mixed by the goose-girl herself under 
instructions from the witch. All un- 
conscious of this the king’s son joy- 
fully carries the loaf to the maid, and 
they eagerly eat it together. 

Mixture Takes E\ffect. 

The deadly properties of the witch's 
mixture ‘begins to take effect immedi- 
ately. Gradually the dialogue becomes 
more and more fantastic—the goose- 
girl believes it summer again and that 
the falling snow flakes are linden 
blossoms. The prince imagines he is 
at last on his way to his father’s home, 
and is leading his beloved in bridal 
apparel up the golden stairway of the 


palace. 
The death of the two is followed al- 


| most immediately by the entrance of 
the fiddler, followed by the entire 
juvenile population of Hellabrunn, 
singing as they enter some of Humper- 
dinck’s delightful children’s melodies. 

It is in this final scene that the At- 
lanta kiddies will figure. 

In the staging of these scenes no de- 
tail is left uncared for, from the flock 
of real live geese to the pigeons as 
they come for a drop of water from 
the witch’s cistern or to search for a 
grain of food in the snow. There is 
also a live hen perched upon the roof 
in the moonlight scene in the first aot, 
and beyond these bits of realism the 
chorus, which in Atlanta will include a 
number of Atlanta kiddies, contribute 
to the atmosphere of reality every in- 


stant.

ID TO B. F. ABBOTT 
BY JUDGE ROBERT L. RODGERS 


In a communication to The Oonstitu- 
tion, Judge Robert L. Rodgers pays 
splendid tribute to the high oharacter 
of Colonel B. F. Abbott, the well- 
known citizen and Confederate vet- 


eran who recently died. 
Judge Rodgers served with Colonel 


Abbott in the Confederate army, and 
knew him intimately in after years. 


He says: 

“Hditor Constitution: Confederate 
veterans are fast passing away from 
scenes of this life, and there is a 
pathetic reality in the fact that soon 
the time will come when the last one 
must be put away; when these sons 
and daughters of veterans must be the 
only mourners at the grave; when they 
may feel lonesome as they realise that 
no more on earth can they ever hear 
the voices of the veterans in relating 
the history of the war and the story 
of the glory of the brave and true 
men who made the history and gave 
to the gouthland an fllustrious name 
and imperishable fame. 

“In this connection, the death of our 
friend and fellow citizen and war com- 
rade, Colonel Benjamin fF. Abbott, 
brings to our mind with great force 
the @gentiment of our hearts as stated 
in these preliminary remarks. 

“Colonel Abbott was a true man,’ a 
good man, a gentleman. As a citizen 
and as a lawyer, he was admired and 
respected. It is not now my purpose 
to forestall any appropriate comments 
on his character in these lines of his 
life, but I leawe that to others who 
may be delegated for that duty and 
service. 

“My object in this communication is 
to invite attention of the people, and 
especially to the generation of young 
people, to the character of Colonel Ab- 
bott as a true soldier of the south in 
civil war. He was but one of the 
many of the best of the good and gal-

promptly responded and rallied to the 
call ‘or soldiers in the first sounding 
of the tocsin of war in 1861. He en- 
listed as a soldier in a volunteer com- 
pany which later mustered into service 
as a part of the Twentieth Georgia 
regiment. This regiment and others 
famed in that’ ever-famous command 
known now in history as the ‘Bob 
Toombs and Benning’s brigade.’ Along 
with this brigade wag another famous 
brigade, commanded by General ‘Tige’ 
Anderson. The Toombs brigade was 
later under the .command of General 
Henry L. Benning, who was a former 
fjustice of the Georgia supreme court. 

“General Benning was a lawyer of 
Columbus, Ga. He was the father-in- 
law, after the war, of the late Samuel 
Spencer, who w president of the 
Southern Railway Company. General 
Benning’s brigade, in which was the 
Twentieth Georgia regiment, became @ 
famous command along with General 
Anderson's brigade, and these two 
were formed into one of the most 
noted divisions of the Confederate 
army, and the division was a part of 
the famous Longstreet’s corps in Gen- 
eral R. B. Lee’s army. 

“The soldiers of the Anderson and 
Benning brigades were devoted to 
their commanders, and gave to them 
respectively the soubriquet or nick- 
name of ‘Old Tige’ and ‘Old Rock,’ 
from their determined qualities in 
trailing and thrashing the yankees. 

“Among such goldiers as these was 
Sergeant Major Ben F. Abbott. 
twenty years ago Colonel Abbott pre- 
pared a sketch of history, giving an 
account of the celebrated affair known 
in history now as the event of ‘Thor- 
oughfare Gap,’ just precedent to the 
second battle of Manassas. That was 
& very important event of the war, 
and is now a very interesting piece of 
Confederate history. The sketch of 
Colonel Abbott was read before our 
Atlanta camp of veterans, and was 
delivered to me as historian, and I 
then had it published in Colonel John 
H. Seal’s paper, The Sunny South, in 
June, 1891.’ 

Judge Rodgers pays high tribute to 
Colonel Abbott for the accuracy and 
graphic description of the fight at 
Thoroughfare Gap.

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STAGE OF AUDITORIUM 
READY FOR GRAND.OPERA 


The big Auditorium stage its almost 
completed and ready to receive the 
scenery and settings of the famous 
Metropolitan Opera house, New York, 
for the four productions of that cele- 
brated singing company, April 37-28-29. 

The Auditorium stage has a 60-foot 
proscenium; orchestra pit.60 feet by 16 
feet, large enough to accommodate 
ninety musicians, the largest orchestra 
ever brought to the south; its big tem- 
porary switchboard, controlling seven 
groups of border lights, with one hun- 
dred and fifty 16-candle power lamps 
to each border, showing three colors, 
white, red and blue, all running 
through a big set of dimmer plates, re- 
quiring nearly 4 miles of wiring. 

The big stage has six entrances, and 
the giant sets of the Metropolitan Com- 
pany require 12 miles of rope to hang 
and 47 tons of counterweighting to 
properly balance. 

Yet all this is but a pigmy beside the 
Metropolitan’s home in New York. 
There the big’ switchboard of white 
marble controls 11,488 16-candle power 
lamps, besides motors, 44 arc stage 
pockets and 228 incandescent stage 
pockets. 
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$250,000. 


This big board is the best ar- 
ranged in America —in fact, ilt is 
two boards, with two sets of mas- 
ter switches for each of the four 
colors on the stage, so that by operat- 
ing one switch the lights of one color 
on one-half the stage can be shut off, 
enabling the operator to darken one- 
half which serves the purpose of pro- 
ducing a realistic effect. such as a set- 
ting sun on one side with the rising 
moon on the other. 

Besides the lighting plant, there is a 
smaller switchboard to control the elec- 
tric wind machine and thunder effects, 
automatic lightning flashes and a com- 
plete system of signals consisting of 
an electric time-beater, operated by the 
opera conductor to give cues to the 
chorus, 22 telephones and 36 bells, con- 
necting all parts of the house, dressing 
rooms, etc., directly with the stage and 
the technical director of the opera be- 
ing produced. 

Of the Metropolitan stage itself, suf- 
fice it to sa ythat it was designed 
and constructed by Peter Clark, the 
greatest master of stage carpentry in

Of General Alfred Iverson, who has 
recently died, it is said: “The capture 
of Major General Stoneman and 
entire command at 
near Macon, with a vastly’ inferior 
force, will rank forever tn the military 
annals with Forrest’s brilliant ride 
around Sherman's army and Early’s 
feats in the Shenandoah.” 

General Iverson ore the distinction 
of having captured the only major 
general of federal forces who was 
taken during the war. 

There is another Georgia captain, 
Dr. Joshua M. Mitchell, who bears the 
only distinction of having captured a 
force largely in excess of his own, 
amounting to at least five to six times 
as many men as he had. Captain 
Mitchell for mary months was in 
command of company H, forty-second 
Georgia infantry. He was 0brave, 
courteous and just, always oareful of 
the health of his men. 

Captain Mitchell’s command was in 
Johnson's army when’ near the Ala- 
bama line above Daiton. at the foot of 
Rocky Face mountain. On the after- 
noon of February 24, 1864, he received 
orders to detach his company fer spe- 
cial picket service. His men were de- 
ployed some twelve feet apart, for 
self-defense each man was directed to 
bulld for himself a rock pile. This 
pile must be fully breast high and 
three feet wide at the top. By dint 
of hard work, by night this was suc- 
cessfully accomplished. At sunrise 
the next morning the _ twenty-fifth 
yankee picket fully 750 strong, ad- 
vancing instantly, attacked the con- 
federate forces. :

Captain Mitchell and his sixty men 
were fully equal to the occasion, and 
made the defense as vigorous as was 
the attack. About this time the left 
wing of the confederate forces gave 
way, leaving Captain Mitchell's gmall 
company unprotected in the field. He 
firmly maintained his position, how- 
ever, and in half an hour drove the 
enemy into the pit. Within a few 
minutes the federal forces were re- 
inforced by at least 700 or 800 men un- 
der the command of Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Dickenson of Michigan. 

The assault was for over three hours 
very severe indeed. About this time 
company H had exhausted its am- 
munition and fell back some distance 
when Captain Mitchell's men fell upon 
a full supply of cartridges. In a 
very short time they filled their boxes 
and formed a new line of attack. At 
the same time Captain Mitchell was 
reinforced by company F, of the same 
regiment. They soon arrived at the 
crest of the hill, the enemy had be- 
gun to form a line on top, but as soon 
as they learned of the approach of 
Captain Mitchell they retreated. Cap- 
tain Mitchell ordered “Ready, aim, 
fire!” which created such @ wild com- 
motion among the “blue coats” that 
an entire route followed. Mitchell's 
men kept up a hot pursuit, capturing 
the yankee commanding officer and 
twenty-five men. There were left on 
the field fifty yankees killed, besides a 
much larger number wounded. Mitch- 
ell «himself was badly woynded, but 
notwithstanding this, he kept at the 
head of his men. He lost bis Meuten- 
ant, a brave young officer, and two 
privates. S00n he managed to sur- 
round the entire yankee scommand. 
When Lieutenant Colonel Dickinson, 
commanding yankee officer, found that 
his several. hundred men had been so 
utterly wiped up by only a handful of 
Walton county, Georgia, boys, he said 
to Captain Mitchell: “My dear sir, I 
am ruined. This news of my asad 
disaster and ignominous defeat will be 
certain to reach my home in Wiscon- 
sin, and how can I, Oh! how can I 
face my people at home in Wisconsin, 
who have placed so much confidence 
im me and my brave boys?’ 

Over this ignominious defeat it is 
said that Lieutenant Dickinson cried 
like a child. Captain Mitchell kept in 
active service in Johnson's army, he 
and his men engaging conspicuously 
in every fight from Chickamaug.« 
down to Atlanta. Upon Sherman’s 
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Kittery, Me., known as the Piscataqua 
i river.

From that 
time up to the date of nis death, a few 
weeks ago, there was always a pleas- 
ant and fond intimacy between us. 
And it is with mournful pleasure that 
I am able to place upon.record the 
above facts which should place him 
as a wrave confederate upon an equal 
footing with General Iverson, of Geor- 
gia, and Nathaniel Bedforg Forrest, 
of Tennessee.

WHEN THE GOVERNMENT EMBARKS ON LYNCH LAW AND ABSOLUTISM. 


Mob rule and absolutism give not one hoot for constitutional 
guarantees; dispense with evidence; despise personal liberty; laugh 
at reputation. Their harvest is anarchy. 

Departments of the “republican” government of the United 
States have been and are exhibiting a strange tendency toward both 
principles. 

For reasons unexplained, the drift has been recently developed 
in especial virulence in the southern states. 

It is time the congress check this creeping venom lest it honey- 
comb the entire government. 

Mr. Hitchcock’s contribution to governmental lynch law and 
absolutism is a familiar topic. 

The played-out farce of the coca-cola “probe” at Chattanooga 
sheds light from other sources—incidentally, the department of al- 
leged justice. . 

That affair was a typical illustration of the willingness of federal 
departments to lynch the reputations of decent and law-abiding 
citizens. | 

It is true that in the coca-cola inquisition there was the hidden 
and malignant dictation of a personal vendetta, masquerading under 
the greasy Phariseeism of concern for the “public welfare.” 


That does not palliate the government’s credulity in lending 
itself as a cat’s paw. Nor does it extenuate the infinitely petty meth- 
ods that disregarded the merits of the case and sought conviction 


by blows below the belt. 
No sane man denies that abuse of whisky ravages the nation, 


and that the vilest concoctions carry the approving brand of the 
government. A host of widows and orphans, a horde of human 
wrecks cast up on the shores of failure, would render superfluous 
the introduction of high-priced and futile “expert” testimony. 

Nor does any intelligent man deny that throughout the country 
evils in the forms of foods and beverages, evils in the form of every 
variety of violation of federal statutes flaunt their proof before the 
dullest vision. 

Yet the government disregards the man-slaying whisky whose 
manufacture and sale it licenses, disregards abuses that everywhere 
take toll of life and efficiency, and that distinctly come within its 
purview— 

And picks out the producers.of a southern soda fountain drink for 
persecution in a way that might have blasted their reputations, had 
they not been men of unassailable integrity in their own community. 

“Inspectors’”—inevitable cogs in the machine of legal mob rule 
and absolutism—hinging their charges upon a solitary fly or two 
found in beverages! 

The government’s lawyers exhausting every dodge t 


. o muddy 
the issue and poison the public mind! : 


to let the case go to the jury, so flimsy and unverified were the 


charges! 
What guarantee is there that any business will be free from the 


principles of mob law? 

But the south might have been prepared for such unaccountable 
governmental frenzy by the exploits of the department of justice in 
the spring of last year. : 

The price of cotton was rising. A little coterie of bear gamblers 

could not cover their contracts without loss. They whined, “welch- 
ed” and went whimpering to the department.

Atlanta, perhaps, never saw a more 
apectacular fire than that which on 
August 12, 1883, destroyed the old Kim- 
ball house. Before the morning's dawn, 
the blaze lit up the town, and in a few 
hours the hotel that had been the 
pride of the city and the state lay a 
mass of smouldering ruins. 

The old Kimball was built by H. I. 
Kimball in 69 and ‘70, and was thrown 
the traveling public in the 
‘T1 in an incompleted condi- 


open to 
spring of 
tion. 

When plans for the building 
announced it was the universal and 
general opinion that a_ fortune had 
been expended for a luxury too great 
for the times, and a complete failure 
was frecly predicted. 

At that time Atlanta had three fa- 
vorite hotels, each one having a large 
patronage. The old Markham, on Loyd 
street, near the railroad and at the east 
end of the old car shed, was by far the 
handsomest and most attractive hotel 
in the city, while there were few to 
equal jt outside of the Ballard and Ex- 
change in Richmond, the Charleston in 
Charleston, the historic Exchange 
Montgomery, the Battle house in Mo- 
bile and the Royal and §St. Charles th 
New Orleans. The old National, on 
Peachtree street, political headquar- 
ters in those days, and the Wilson, on 
Alabama street where the Temple 
Court building now stands, completed 
the list of Atlanta's first-class hotels 
when the Kimball was thrown open. 

Builders Were Busy. 

In the very heart of ruins Sherman 
had left, the hotel went up. On the lot 
there were three or four old shacks 
and carload’ of brickbats, scorched 
timber and twisted iron, while across 
Pryor street, where there now stands 
a solid block of the largest wholesale 
houses of the city, were three or four 
makeshifts, and workmen were busy 
erecting the big brick building on 
Pryor and Wall streets which was oc- 
eupied for years by M. C. & J. F. Kiser, 
pioneer wholesale dry goods men of 
this section of the south. On the 
Peachtree side was a block of sub-

atantial brick butldings pointed to in 
those days with pride by every At- 
lantan. 


The hotel was completed tn ‘75. and 
an old directory of that year shows 
that it was under the management of 
G. MeGinly & Co. No reliable trace of 
the management of.the hotel previous 
to that date is obtainable. 

Cireuses tn City’s Center. 

South of the Kimball, across the 
many railroad tracks leading into the 
old car shed, was, as far back as 1875, 
an open, unoccupied space. It was there 
circuses pitched thetr tents, and other 
outdoor amusements were presented. It 
was on that open lot that Senator Ben- 
jamin Harvey Hill made that national- 
ly celebrated “bush arbor” speech—a

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friends, but his political enemies, both 
north and south. 

Even as far back as 1876 the Kim- 
ball’s bids for popularity were not suc- 
cessful, for it was in that year Presi- 
dent Hayes visited Atlanta—the first 
vfsit of a president after the war. Dur- 
in his stayin Atlanta President Hayes 
was a guest of the Markham, and when 
that hotel was destrpyéa by fire in the 
latter °90’s a large picture showing 
President Hayes addressing a great 
gathering of people from the second- 
floor veranda fronting Wall § street 
was eaten up in the flames. 

Building on Alabama, 

Reclamation of Alabama street, from 
the alley alongside the Atlanta Na- 
tional bank down to Pryor street, be- 
gan about 1876. The first record of any 
improvement obtainable is shown in a 
directory of 1877, and in that book are 
found three or four houses on that 
section of Alabama street that are not 
shown in directories of 1876 or 1875. 

The corner of Alabama and Pryor, 


directly opposite the Temple Court 
building, is recorded as lot No. 32, and 
was then occupied by P. & G. T. Dodd, 
one of Atlanta’s largest wholesale gro- 
cery houses. From 1871 to 1874 the 
Dodd firm was located, in the same line 
of business, at 93 Whitehall street, but 
the exact yeir of the firm’s removal to 
its Alabama street home is not re- 
called. 

The same directory of 1877 shows 
the Merchants’ bank planted at 12-14 
Alabama street, about the rear of the 
present Atlanta National bank. That 
addition to Alabama street was a new 
one. The same year Paul Jones is found 


on that street, about where the 
Oglesby grocery firm is now located, 
at the head of one of the largest 


wholesale whisky houses in the south. 
During that year and the next year, 
1878, Fuller & Oglesby, wholesale gro- 
cers, found a home on that street, 
within the block indicated, while Mick- 
elberry & Whitlock, dealers in grain 
and hay,.and the Kennesaw Mills, han- 


dling flour, took up about all the va- 
cant space then within that block. 
Was a Low, Marshy Lot. 

From a low, marshy lot, that half 
block within a quarter of a century 
has been converted into one of the 
most substantial, prosperous and suc- 
cessful business blocks in the city. 
Alabama street-has always been one of 
Atlanta’s busiest streets. Even when 
there were no belgian blocks, and when 
wagons sank hub-deep in the’ mud, it 
was one of the most important and 
busy trade marts in the city. The block 
east of Pryor has Kept pace with the 
one between Whitehall and Pryor, and, 
like its companion block, has always 
been given up to wholesale trade. Many 
fortunes have been made within those 
two blocks, 

Fronting the Kimball -across Pryor 
is ‘a block of wholesale houses, but 
here the trade has been in dry goods 
and foot and headwear.

When the picture of the old Kimball 


i 
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was taken there was across Pryor 
street, about where the Kiser company 


is now located, one of the largest 
wholesale dry goods houses in the 
south—Crane, Boylston & Co. There 


was nothing then between that build- 
ing, a two-story structufe, and Wall 
street, but within a short time M. C. & 
J. F. Kiser Dry Goods Company opened 
on the corner, and there remained for 
years. The block now fronting the 
Kimball resembles in no way the block 
that fronted the old Kimball. 

* West of the Kimball is ‘shown a 
small two-story building, carrfing 
George W. Adair’s sign. For years the 
elder Adair, Atlanta’s pioneer real 
estate handler, occupied that place. 
Subsequently it was a restaurant run 
by A. Vigneaux, one of Atlanta’s suc- 
cessful restauranters. Still to the west 
can be seen the old Peters building, 
which was demolished when that 
Whitehall street block gave the new 
Kimball one of its finest and most im- 
posing neighbors. 

On all four sides the new Kimball is 
surrounded by magnificent structures, 
whereas the old Kimball was Planted in 
a nest of rookeries when it first opened.

We are no such fools as to 
announce ourselves against public 
schools, but -we can venture to an- 
nounce that the system should engage 
the attention of so-called reformers ‘o 
such an extent that they will find 
plenty to do without disturbing the 
equilibrium of the body politic on is- 
sues new ang untried. In other words, 
we take the risk to ask, is it not the 
part of wisdom to retrospect the way, 
weigh the results from the past twen- 
ty years and see where we 

When we first started out on this 
system, the whole rural districts of 
Georgia were dotted with great big

old churches, and near that church, as 
a rule, would be found a little bits of 
a school house. Now, as a rule, it ig 
a great big school house and to hades 
with the church. 

Once the hearthstone was the very 
foundation of society, the old father 
and mother were the “only pebbles on 
the beach” in the eyes of little chil- 
dren and big children. Now some] 
great “reformer,” some leader of some 
society craze, has more prestige than 
forty olq daddies and mammiles, ti] 
it has come that not a poor man or 


woman in Georgia could dare dis- 
cipline their families. Some sort of 
“spy” or “reformer,” whatever you 


choose to call them, would have the 
poor man in jail or before Judge 
Broyles in a heap less time than it 
would take to make any “powerful” 
citizen believe that any such condi- 
tions are upon us. 

Once the very dearest and sweetest 
mothers would set up at night and sew 
great patches on her boy’s clothing, 
and that boy loved that hand and held 
in reverencé the mother f{n such a 
Quality of affection and appreciation 
that we fear is a thing of the past. 
There are men and women grown to- 
day that never saw a “patch.” What 
boy now 20 years old that ever wore 
patches on his clothes or had a pair 
of socks knit and produced by his 
sister from the raw material? Some 
very rich mothers or sisters might af- 
ford to do such a thing, but the tutor- 
age of the times would never allow a 
poor girl to do such a thing without 
feeling that she had lowered her dig- 
nity or stooped to a pickannish econo- 


my. There the trounble t!s, not the 
wearing of patches or knitting the 
socks, but the million-dollar notion 


that has been instilleqd into their na- 
tures, tmpressing that style and the 
deliar mark is the badge for respect- 
ability—the very poorest child is im- 
pressed that they should go the same 
gates and make the same appearance 
as the very richest, or, else, they are 
odd or unrespected. This is what the 
Silly call “raising the standard.” It is 
what Brown calls producing fools. 
We could go on and name many 
things that stand as a rebuke, not ito 
the idea of public schools, but to 
flaws in the system as they appear in 
the rural districts; we know nothing 
of the great city systems, and can only 
give a small hint of what we feel and 
believe of country schools, but these 
small hints should be enough to stir 
the wisdom of this whole country and 
stimulate such investigation as will! 
shoy us where we are “at.” 
The most of folks, at least the 
vigorous mah of affairs, wili feel 
satisfied at considering such “hints” 
foolish. The very rich people will 
take no heed of the matter, from the 
thought that they are in no danger, 


that they are too powerful to be af- 
fected, but we 
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venture to warn ou 


were truly statesmen of high order.

that your time will come to reap your 
ful share of whatever is sown; the 
weakest will suffer first, but you 
can't escape; no matter how powerful 
you may be, the blight will reach you 
if there be a blight, the good if it be 
good. 

If honest expressions could be had 
and hypocricy suppressed we could 
soon see where we are “at’’ and regu- 
late the trend for good. For instance, 
if there be flaws in our public school 
System, then name those flaws with- 
out fear or favor. It is not our idea 
to condemn public schools and advo- 


cate the doing away of what they 
call “free education, just as it would 
not be our purpose to condemn some 


preachers and doing away with reli- 
gion. Believing that the school is con- 
siderably but a nursery for the church, 
we would be in for correcting the 
flaws, getting into a different trend, 
see where we are “at,” judging from 
results; results at last is the proper 
criterion to go by. ; 

The subject of free schools is the 
hardest subject before us to get an 
honest opinion upon. That word “free” 
is powerful catching to the masses, 
and a powerful lever to the politi- 
cian. No matter if every politician 
In Georgia knew there was such graft 
in books and other expensive changes 
as to make them sure that this “free” 
notion was a delusion, a “catch” to 
fool the fools, not a one of them, per- 
haps, would come out and say as much. 
Even me and Brown like the idea so 
well of getting our children a “free” 
education that not a word do we say 
about the delusion that igs in it. This 
spirit controls a great many, while 
there are still other causés for some 
being silent. Some communities, the 
towns, are so heavily loaded by in- 
vestment in the system that they feel 
they just can’t turn a-loose, while 
many float along just as some have 
always floated, with the current of 
popular opinion, without a thought of 
where we are “at,’’ or where in the 


mischief we are LUable to go. Brown 
swears that the Georgia legislature 
used to have- a higher standard of 


men than the United States senate has 
now—look for results in this as be- 
tween the “old-field” system of before 
the war and now? 

For many years Brown has seldom 
been mistaken in the feelings of the 


If you have such men, even in prospect, 
as the result of the last forty years 
of public schools, trot them out, or 
else Brown and some other old fools 
will boast that greatness is in decay. 

But it is idle for old men like me and 
Brown to worry over any sort of con- 
ditions, the only excuse we can make 
for so doing is that we are afraid that 
we will be “held up” or our purses 
“snatched” when blackberries get ripe 
and our money ts flush, as it always is 
in blackberry time.

Wealth is nothing if the having of 
wealth brings anxieties and fears that 
one cannot rest. We used to hear that 
‘uneasy was the head that wears a 
crown.” If we keep on this may ap- 
ply to those who have any sort of 
wealth. Our hope is in our religion 
and our womanhood. It is dangerous 
for old men like us to speak of these 
things at all, but Brown will risk the 
following little verse for what it 
worth; he is cranky on a womanly 
blush, believing that it implies a qual- 
ity that is priceless:

So it was that Daylight became a successful finan- 
cier.

He bought them all, 
paying from twenty to fifty dollars each for them.

The grim Yukon life had failed to make Daylight 
hard.

I was struck with this fact- as - 
waiked through the National Museum , 
today. At its entrance is a corridor | 
filled with broken statues of beauty, 
eaten by salt water and half covered’ 
with «shells. They were taken from | 
the sea near the island of Kythera, 
only a short time ago. The Greeks 
were Giving for sponges when they 
came upon the wreck of an ancient 
vessel lying one hundred feet below 
the surface. It was filled with bronzes, 
marble statues and other objects of 
art, dating back to some years before 
Christ. Where the marble was ex- 
posed to the water it hag been eaten 
away, and its beauty largely destroyed. 
Where oovere4 with sand it was as 
beautiful as when the ship was lost 
There is one head, for instance, which 
_ is perfect, while the body is a honey- 
comb of gold and decay. 

Among the bronzes taken from that 
vesse] is a statue of Paris, of more 
than life size, which has been allotted 
the place of honor in the bronze room 
of the museum. It represents the 
nude figure of a youth who ts stretch- 
fing out his right hand, and evidently 
giving a Grimes Golden apple to the 
goddess whom he has picked out as 
most beautiful. The bronze is of a 
Tich old green, and it stands on a 
pedestal. The statue came up broken, 
but it has been restoregqa by artists 
from Paris at a cost of $20,000, and 
it is now esteemed one of the greatest 
of the new finds from the ancient 
world. 


The Jadgment of Paris. 


As we looked at this, Constantine, 
who makes his living In explaining 
archeological subjects to tourists, ask- 
ed me to sit while he told the story. I 
aia so, and he continued, as follows: 

“Long, long ago, before the poet Ho- 
mer lived, and when Greece had just 
- begun to be great, there were three 
goddesses. Minerva, Juno and Venus, 
playing about in the woods near this 
city. They were all proud and all 
beautiful. Fach thought she was the 
prettiest, and they quarreled as they 
looked over each other and compared 
the points of their beauty, Juno show- 
ed her ankles, Venus her legs and Mi- 
nerva boasted of her muscles and bust. 
They quarreled a long time, but could 
come to no understanding, when Juno 
up and said: ‘I am willing to leave 
it to any judge you other girls may 
pick out that I am the beautifulest!’ 
"Me, too,’ said Venus, and ‘Moi Aussi! 
and Ich auch,’ cried the goddess Mi- 
nerva. After some discussion they 
picked out this young Paris, whose 
bronze we have here and left the de-- 
cisidn to him. Paris was the son of 
Priam, one of the kings of this region. 
He had a golden apple, and he was to 
give this to the prettiest of the ladies. 
In the meantime, each of them, just 
ike @ woman, slipped Paris aside, and 
tried to bribe him. to decide in her 
favor. Minerva got him off the 
bushes and offered him wisdom Juno 
walked him up the side of a mountain 
end promised him power, while Venus 
siyly whispered, ‘Decide for me and you 
shall have the prettiest girl of the 
whole world for your wife.’ That fixed 
Paris. He at once decided for Venus, 
and she gave him Helen, the wife of 
Menelaus. He earried her home, and 
the fuss that Menelaus made brought 
about the great Trojan war.” 

Taken From Life. 

The statues of the Athens Museum 
are wonderfully Iifelike. They seem 
to. be portraits, and were evidently 
posed for by the models of the time. 
There is now a museum on the Acropo 
lis. which comprises a collection of 
Objects taken from the ruins of the 
Parthenon and the buildings about. It 
has a half dozen statues of women, 
the faces of which were undoubtedly 
eut from women as models. There are 
busts of men made the same way, s0 
that the museum is really a portrait 
gallery of the heroes of more than 
2,000 years ago.

[to six centuries before Christ. The 
water flows out of lions’ heads into 
& Square pit of marble. Our schoo) has 
found the remains of the old aqueduct 
through which the water was carried, 
and it has taken out magses of mar- 
ble beautifully carved. This fountain 
was near the market place of the old 
city, much of which has been exhumed, 
and some of the shops of which can 
now be plainly seen. Each shop had 
two rooms about eight by ten feet in 
Size. These extended out toward. the 
chief market street, and the roofs of 
the shops formed a terrace, upon which 
the old Corinthians strolled back and 
forth. 

Among other discoveries is a theater 
and the remains of a temple. The old 
walls have been mapped out, and some 
work has been done about the Temple 
of Apollo, situated on a hill some dis- 
tance away from the market. This 
temple is said to be 2,500 years old. 
The columns are monoliths about eight 
feet in diameter and as high as a two- 
story house. They have been much 
eaten by time, and two which were 
broken are held together by iron bands 
put there by Otto, who was King of 
Greece before George came to the 
throne. 

One of the most interesting discov- 
eries of our professors was as to the 
frauds connected with the ancient or- 
acles. These were supposed to be ut- 


where the. Americans 


and decay had glued it to the vertebrae 
of her neck. I saw scores. of gold 
rings for the fingers, gold anglets and 
bracelets and great rings for the bi- 
ceps, made of pure gold. Some of 
four 
inches wide. They were of the finest 
of gold and they came from Mycenae. 

I am surprised at the condition of 
the gold jewelry. The most of it is as 
bright as when it was made, and a 
great deal of it is exquisitely carved. 
Some of the patterns are the same as 
those used today. There are gold 
bracelets with snakés’ heads at the end; 
there are bracelets of gold coils, and 
there are dozens of big gold buttons, 
some of which have holes through 
which the thread passed, I noticed one 
gold mask with the skull still sticking 
to it and a man’s skin bone to which 
a gold greave was fastened. There are 
also many metal hand mirrors and 
needles, combs and household utensils. 


The Parthenon and Its Grafters. 


There is no better place to study old 
Greece than right here in Athens. You 
imbibe the spirit of the anctents in 
tramping ‘over the hills where they 
lived. You see their wonderful works 
in the museums; you meet with their 
portraits in the statues; and among the 
ruins which are scattered almost every- 
where you can easily rebuild the famed 
structures of the past. 

Take the Parthenon, the remains of 
which He on the Acropolis, on the very 
edge of modern Athens. They were 
buflt upon a solfd rock of pink marble, 
which ended itn a plateau of about ten 
or fifteen acres. This space is now cov- 
ered with ruins, and a large portion of 
the great structure still stands. I went 
over it today and made photographs 
of some of the columns, discovering 
queer things about its construction. 
One is that the building. was largely a 
graft. The columns on the outside are 
of excellent marble, and they stand 
well today. Those within another part, 
which could not be seen, or which prob- 
ably at first looked a8 well as those 
farther out, were backed with inferior 
stone. and the marble there is now 
rotting away. The stone is chipping 
off. and the beauty of the old columns 
is fast disappearing. 

The Parthenon in 1911. 

I wish I could show you the Par- 
thenon. Everyone has read of it, 
but it is ’umpossible to comprehend it 
just as it is. Imagine a forest of mar- 
ble columns which rise from a mar- 
ble floor, the area of which is nearly 
an acre. 
as a cartwheel, and let it rise to the 
height of a three-story house in the 
most symmetrical forms of artistic 
beauty. Let it be fluted, and let the 
capitals, rich’ in their plain’ Doric 


grace, uphold a wall of marble, around ; 


which runs a frieze of exquisite carv- 
ang you have the skeleton of 
the building. The interior contains 
other columns, which uphold the roof, 
the whole forming a temple which 
was regarded as the most beautiful 
of the known world. 

Today the Parthenon is visible for 
miles around Athens. It is the first 
t.ings seen on approaching the 
Piraeus, and it Stands out \far above 
the plain upon which Athens ilies. A 
great part of the building has been 
carried away, and its most beautiful 
carvings are in the British Museum 
at London. hey were taken there 
many years ago by Lord Elgin, who 
got a permit from the sultan author- 
izing him “to remove a few blocks of 
stone from Athens to England.” The 
cost of the transportation of those 
few blocks was $318,000, 
you ean see that shiploads must 
been carried away.

The Parthenon was begun about 
2,400 years ago. It was a temple, put 
up to the Goddess Athene, or Minerva, 
whose statue was erected within. The 
It was 
of gold and ivory, and was forty-two 
ang one-half feet in hetght. It ft 
supposed that the inner kernel of the 
figure consisted of wood, upon which 
the form of the Athene was modeled 
in some plastic material, and that this 
in turn was covered with plates of 
ivory ang gold. The ivory formed the 
nude portions of the figure, while the 
gold represented the garments. The 
value of the gold in the statue was 
about three-quarters of a million dol- 
lars. There is an imitation of this 
Statue in the Nationa] Museum. It 
is a pygmy, however, in comparison 
with the great statue of the Parthenon, 
being only three and one-half feet in 
height and made entirely of marble. 


Excavating by Lottery. 

The modern Greeks are anxious 
that new excavations should be every- 
where made. They are spending a 
great deal upon archeological research, 
ang they have a department of an- 
tiquities connected with the ministry 
of education, at the head of which is 
an official who gets about $14,000 a 
year. They have raised a great deal

I took the train and rode out to 
Corinth a few days ago. The town lies 
about three or four hours from Athens 
on the Isthmus of Corinth, not far 
from the western mouth of the Cor- 
inth canal. It may be reached by 
boat through the canal, starting from 
the Piraeus, or by railway. Old Cor- 
inth was situated about five miles 
from the present town, and it once 
probably covered the site of the latter. 
It was, you know, the great cammer- 
cial city of Greece, and was at the 
heighth of its glory five or six hundred 
years before Christ. It was a great 
trading center in the. days of our 
Savior, and was then noted, for its 
manufactures of iron and dye stuffs, 
as well as for its wealth and luxury. 
The city was a rival of Rome as to 
trade. It contained about 700,000 peo- 
ple, and was twelve miles in  cir- 
cumference. 

Corinth once rebelled against Rome, 
and the Romans besieged and destroy- 
ed it. They sold its inhabitants into 
slavery and’for 100 years it lay deso- 
late. This was 146 years before 
Christ was born. Caesar refounded the 
town, and it was again great during 
the days of St. Paul, who lived there 
for a while and established a church. 
The city was then noted for its luxury, 
frivolities end tmmoralities, and St. 
Paul takes account of this in his Epis- 
tles to the Corinthians.

4.799 ACCIDENTS IN STREETS. 
OF NEW YORK DURING JANUARY 


New York, April 8.—(Special.)— 
There have been printed within the 
past few days a number of statistics 
which give an idea of the vastness 
of New York. For instance, according 
to the public service commission, there 
were 4,799 accidents of all sorts on the 
street, subway, elevated and steam 
railroads of Greater New York, in Jan- 
uary. For the same month of 1910, 
the accidents numbered 4,413. 

While the total number of accidents 
on street railroads has increased about 
6 4-6 per cent, the car miles operated 
have increased 9 per cent, and the 
mumber of revenue passengers carried 
have increased 6 per cent. The total 
number of revenue passengers carried 
on .the street railroads in January, 
1911, was 131,200,000, as against 123,- 
860,742, ‘in January, 1910, an increase 
of 7,339,258. The total number of rev- 
enue car miles operated by the street 
railroads in January, 1911, was 25,250,- 
000, as against 23,066,676, an increase of 
2,183,424. 

The annual report of Police Com- 
missioner Cropsey sets forth that 2,657 
males, and 1,170 females were reported 
by relatives and friends in New York, 
to be missing during the year. Of this

ON: TIMELY STATE TOPICS 


Wants the New Congressional District. 

“We hope to get into the new con- 
greseional district,” declared A. Lee 
Hatcher, a prominent attorney of 
Wrightsville, who was in the city Fri- 
day and Saturday. “Unless the whole 
state is re-arranged I am fairly cer- 
tain Johnson county will be in the 
new one. Ours is the logical section 
for its formation. As you will see 
from the map the eleventh district 
Tuns up tail-like between the first, 
second, third, sixth and tenth By 
taking Johnson, Telfair, Laurens, 
Dodge and Montgomery for the cen- 
ter, and one or two counties from the 
second and third each and one from 
the tenth, a new district could be 
formed without disintegrating any- 
one of the others and the result would 
be an even geographical division of 
the state. 

‘Situated as they are, off to them- 
selves, so to speak, the four counties 
mentioned are in an unfair position. 
They are practieally excluded from 
ever naming @ congressman, as they 
are barely connected with the bulk of 
the district. 


Apples in Rabun. 

“Yes, we are making a little effort 
to get the government to buy some of 
of our mountain lands for the Appa- 
lachian Forest Reserve,” said R. E. A. 
Hamby, of Rabun county, a former 
state senator, the other day. 

“However, there isn*t much general 
effort along that line, for we believe it 
will be best for the section if no land 
except that of no agricultural use be 
turned over to the government for the 
preservation of forests. The apple 
industry promises to make most of our 
lands very valuable. Owing to their 
development, property has doubled and 
trebled in value durfm@ the last few 
years. Farmg lying close to the rail- 
road which were sold for from one to 
two dollars an acre a year or-two ago, 
We have 
orchards growing that will be worth 
more than $1,000 an acre in ten years. 

“Apples are going to make our séc- 
tion one of the richest in the south. It 
is the best adapted in the country for 
their culture. If you want to invest 
some money that will earn a fortune 
come up and buy fifty or a hundred 
acres and get out trees. If you do it, 
in a dozen years you can spend your 
summers in Europe.” 


Our Old State Records in Danger. 

The old records of this state are 
subject to the fate met by the Irre- 
placable documents lost in the New 
York capitol fire Of course, those of 
especial historic value have been col- 
lected by former Governors Candler 
and Northen and will be preserved in 
book form. But those of lesser mo- 
ment, the routine records, so to speak, 
that cover the greater period of the 
state’s existence have no protection 
from fire. An idle spark, a.carelessly 
thrown cigar, might at any time pre- 
cipitate the destruction of the musty 
volumes in the secretary of state’s of- 
fice.

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COUPLE OF FRANK “DAMNS” 
KEPT BOOK OUT OF LIBRARIES 


London, April 8—There is no 4ao- 
counting for the vagaries of the cir- 
culating library censors. Those esti- 
mable tradesmen who decide what 
Britons may and what they may not 
read have been at it again, and this 
time they have managed to make 
themselves rather more than usually 
ridiculous. 

A few weeks ago Neli Lyons, an au- 
thor of considerable popularity, pub- 
lished a volume of short stories, un- 
der the name of ‘Cottage Pie.” They 
were a series of rather sordidly real- 
istic studies of English peasant life, 
but, barring the fact that the lan- 
guage of some of the characters was 
reproduced quite faithfully and wasn't 


drawing-rooms, [I couldn’t see any- 
thing in the book deserving even pass- 
ing hesitation from the guardians of 
circulating library subscribers’ morals. 
There wasn’t a sex problem in the 
whole book, and the few “damns” 
that it containegd surely couldn’t do 
much harm even to the maiden ladies 
and curates, who it is said form the 
chief support of the libraries. 

At any rate, applicants for the book 
during the first week after publica- 
tion, didn’t get it, ang the few per- 
sistent persons who made a second 
attempt were told “we don’t stock it.” 
Then the newspaper critics and the 
literary journals began to make fun 
of the library censors, and apparently 
they reaq the book again. Whatever 
happened, applicants for the book now 
get it from the libraries with no more 
than the usual delay, and I have not 
heard of any alarming outbreak of 
immorality in consequence. 

It really is curious how a Kittle 
strong language will offend the eriti- 
cal mora] taste of a censor who will 
stand pretty strong writing of another 
kind, and apparently this ig no new 
development in the censorial psychol- 
ogy. I ran across the other day a 
letter from Wilkie Collins to an editor 
who had asked him to tone down a 
couple of “damns” in a story which 
was then under consideration. Here is 
the essential part of it: 

“The ‘damns’ (two ‘danins’ only, ob- 
serve, in the whole story) mark the 
characters at very important piaces in 
the narrative. The ‘compromise’ which 
you suggest is simply what they 
would not say. I know of no in- 
stances of a writer with any respect 
for his art or for himself who has 
ever made the concession which your 
friends ask of me. My story is not ad- 
dressed to young people exclusively— 
it is addressed to readers in general. 
I do not accept young people as the 
uitimate court of appeal in English 
literature... Mr. Turlington (the char- 
acter in the story in question) must 
talk like Mr. Turlington—even thouga

I am no advocate of literary censor- 
ship, so that when I gay that I am sur- 
prised that H. G. Wells’ “New Machia- 
velli” got past the library censors, J 
hope I will not be misunderstood. Ap- 
is a much more hei- 
nous crime than the most wretchedly 
bad taste and the frankest preachment 
in favor of sexual irregularity. Wells 
has been prettv well boycotted by 
most of the friends he had left since 
the appearance of the book. I say 
most of the friends he had left advis- 
edly, for hardly qa character in the 
book is not drawn from some one of 
Wells’ former friends, and if any of 
them retained any slight affection for 
the author he must have lost it after 
secing the merciless way in which he 
was analyzed. Even the “love” story 
which Wells introduces to spice up his 
tract on the political needs of England 
is a repetition of the incident which is 
perfectly familiar to everyone who 
moves in literary and political circles 
here, and for Wells, of all men, to 
make use of it as he has was unfor- 
givable. Even in this country where 
the libel law sets a sharp limit to the 
possibilities of criticism, Wells has 
been handled without gloves by some 
of the mest distinguished critics. Here 
is what Clement K. Shorter said of him 
a few days ago over his signature in 
“The Sphere:” 

“Mr. Wells’ new novel might have 
been called ‘The Diary of a Cad.’ Rem- 
ington, the hero, is undeniably a cad 
throughout. But unfortunately the au- 
thor does not recognize the caddishness 
of his hero, but desires to capture our 
sympathy for him. 

“All the persugsiveness of one of the 
most distinguished of living writers 
cannot carry the least disposition to 
excuse the hero on the part of any 
healthy-minded man or woman. Rem- 
ington has a kink in his nature that 
his creator apparently does not see. 
Let me refer to our two greatest nov- 
elists to indicate the situation—Field- 
ing and Dickens. In real life neither 
Fielding nor Dickens was out and out 
a thorough gentleman in its noblest 
sense. No reader of Fielding’s biogra- 
phy of Dickens can doubt that. Dick- 
ens’ references to his mother, for ex- 
ample, in Forster’s ‘Life’ are absolutely 
inexcusable. But in their nevels both 
Fielding and Dickens are perfect gen- 
tlemen in rg sense, although one 
does not like Tom Jones living upon 
funds furnished by Lady Bellaston. 
Well, I wish FE could say the same of 
Mr. Wells in “The New Machiavelli,’ as 
I can say of Fielding and Dickens.” 


Talking of the British libel law, re- j 


minds me of an amusing incident this 
week. Some months ago a Manchester 
paper published a wholly and con- 
fessedly imaginary account of a person 
named Artemus Jones, who went over 
to Boulogne and had a gay time. The 
imaginary Artemus was a church ware 
fen at home. Now, it happened that 
among the readers of the paper there 
was a real Artemus Jones, who also 
was a church warden. The real Arte- 
mus promptly sued for hea damages 
and got them. This week St. John 
Adcock publishes a book entitled, “A 
Man With a Past,” and with a view to 
possible contingencies the following 
notice is printed on the first page: 

“Author's declaration to all whom it 
May concern: 

“TI solemnly and sincerely declare 
that this is a work of fiction; that all 
its characters were invented by me 
and have no origina! in real life; that 
if any living man or woman possesses 
the same name as anyone of them it 
is nothing but an interesting accident, 
and, as there is really no copyright in 
mames, I do not think he or she can 
consider there is cause for tears. 

“Unlikely as it may seem, my own 
mame has twice, to my knowledge, 
been given to. characters in fiction, 
once by Theodore Hoo 

who still | 
k had been d a long time when 
i was born, but I no more derive my 
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surname from his pages than I ae 
ine that the surviving novelist 
question derived the name of his char- 
acter from me. 

“Even if he did, I forgive him, but 
without ejudice to my rights to sue 
him for libel if it ever happened that 
my reputation is no longer robust 
enough to take care of itself.” 

I shouldn’t be surprised, however, 
if, in the event of a suit, the Dnglish 
courts should decide that this notice 
was aggravation of the libel.

What the great Keosevelt dam is to 
the west, the Niagara power plant to 
the region ground the great lakes, the 
Ocmulgee river dam, 8 miles from 
Jackson, is to Georgia and the entire 
south. This immense power plant has 
recently been completed after more 
than two years of work, during which 
time a large force of hands has been 
kept busy night and day. 

This is the largest power plant of 
the kind in the sduth, though the Tal- 
lulah Falls development will be larger 
when it is completed. It contains pos- 
sibilities for development in this sec- 
tion almost too vast to be compre-

One of the usés for the power will 
be for running the Atlanta-to-Macon, 
Macon-to-Albany interurban line.

It will be one of the 
longest lines of the kind in the south, 
and will open up one of the richest sec- 
tions of the state, plercing middle 
Georgia for a distance of well over a 
hundred miles. In case this Interurban 
railway is built, and there is every 
reason to believe it will be, the elec- 
tric currant from the Ocmulgee dam 
will be used in operating the system. 
The men who built the big dam are 
behind this movement, and are anxious 
to see it pushed to an early completion. 

Towns Using the Power. 

Already Macon is using this power 
to run her manufacturing enterprises 
and her trolley system. Barnesville, 
Forsyth, Griffin and Monticello, of the 
smaWler towns in this territory, have 
taken the power. Negotiations are un- 
der way for’ other towns in this section 
to contract for the power, and they 
will ultimately fall in line. 

The dam, built of solid concrete, is 
an immense structure, and towers 
more than 100 feet Into the air. The 
extreme height of the spillway section, 
that over which the water will flow, 
is 121 feet, measured from the founda- 
tion to the crest.. The greatest width 
is 93 feet, and the crest is 11 feet. Its 
length its 727 feet. Theconcrete out of 
which the dam is bulit is a mixture 
of hydraulic cement, sand and broken 
stones in proportions to three parts 
sand, one part cement and six paris 
stone. The cement was manufactured 
at Rockmart, the sand was taken from 
the channel of the river below the 
dam, and the stone quarried from the 
bed of the river and adjacent hillsides. 

The face of the dam next to the pond 
ia vertical, the downstream face slop- 
ing. while the top of the spillway is 
reunded so as to take a smooth flow 
of water over the crest. It is curved 
- outward at the bottom, in order that 
the overflow water may leave the dam 
at the base, moving horizontally, thus 
relieving the foundation of the dangcer- 
ous vibration which would be caused 
by the impact of thousands of tons of 
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water falling through a hundred feet. 

An ordinary freshet would discharge 

500 tons over the dam every second. 
Dimensions of Power House. 

The poWwer house, which forms a 
part of the dam, is 200 feet long, 100 
feet thick at the base and 140 feet 
high. The water in the reservoir will 
be 100 feet above the water in the tail 
race when it leaves the wheels. The 
east end of the dam is an earth em- 
bankment with a wall of 


percolation through the earth. 
total length of the structure is 1,800 
feet. The spillway its 15 feet lower 
than adjacent portions of the structure, 


thus confining the flow of water to} 


that portion. 

The base and upstream wall of the 
power house is of concrete, and forms 
a part of the dam. The power 
structure is built against this concrete. 
It has a heavy steel frame which is 
incased in brick walls and covered 
with a re-inforced concrete roof, hav- 
ing @ top dressing of tar, paper and 
gravel. The water is drawn from the 
pond through openings in the concrete 
°5 feet below the surface of the res- 
ervoir at normal level. These openings 
extend down through the masonry to 
the wheels, which are set in chambers 
54 feet lower and 21 feet above the 
water in the tail race. Although the 
wheels are get 21 feet above the water 
in the tail’ race, the construction of 
the tube through which the water 
passes after it leaves the wheels is 
such that the wheel utilizes the head 
of 100 feet, just as though they were 
set at the level of the race. 

The generators are 12 feet in diame- 
ter and complete, weigh more than 
100.000 pounds each. 
current at 2,300 volts, and revolve 300 
times a minute. The current leaves the 
generators at 2,300 volts pressure, 
passes up to the second floor, where 
its voltage is raised in the transform- 
ers to 66,000 volts. 

Transmission Line 45 Miles Long. 

The main transmission line, from the 
power plant to Macon, via Indian 
Springs and Forsyth, is 45 miles long. 
The Griffin line is 19 miles long. The 
wires are carried On galvanized steel 
towers, there being two circuits on the 
line of three wires each. Only one of 
these circuits is to be operated at a 
time while the other is heid in reserve. 
The towers are anchored 6 feet in the 
ground. The transmission wires are 
stranded copper and aluminum cables 
three-eighths of an inch in diameter. 
The top of the lowest Insulator is 50 
feet from the ground, and the wires 
are sagged so that the conducting ca- 
bles at the lowest point of the sag 
are 25 feet above ground. The two 
telephone wires are strung through 
the towers below the conducting ca- 
bles. Switch towers and telephone 
booth are placed every 4 or 5 miles 
on the line to facilitate repairs in 


‘event of break.

8.300 acrés. The water backs up the 
Alcovy, Yellow and South rivers 8 to 
12 miles. The water line around the 
pond is more than 50 miles long. The

county, who hag worked for twenty 
years or more on the project. It was 
his idea to build a power plant at 
and Lloyd's shoals. His plan 
was to build a low dam at the head of 
the shoals about 1,000 feet above 
the present dam, take out the 
water in a canal leading to a power 
house at the foot of the shoals about 
1,000 feet below the present dam. This 
would havegiven hima plant of 800- 
horse power. The Ocmulgee dam of the 
Central Georgia’ Power Company 
will develop 22,500-horse power. Noth- 
ing more than surveys and prelimi- 
nary work was ever done on Captain 
Smith’s project. 

The enterprise had its real beginning 
in 1902, when C. F. Howe, a civil en- 
gineer, came to Georgia looking for 
water power property. He spent years 
in preliminary examinations of the va- 
rious streams in ~ middle ‘and north 
Georgia. As a result of these investi- 
gations Mr. Howe, in connection with 
other parties, secured a number of 
sites for dams and water rights at 
controlling points on these streams. 

In the meantime, W. J. Massee, of 
Macon, and other capitalists, were pre- 
paring to build an electric railway 
from Atlanta to Macon, and Macon to 
Albany. The question of current to 
propel the cars led Mr. Massee to in- 
vestigate water power propositions in 
this section as a source of cheap elec- 
trical. energy. As a result the Bibb 
Power Company was formed and sev- 
eral .of the sites discovered by Mr. 
Howe . were transferred to the new 
company, and the development of the 
first site was undertaken at Capp’'s and 
Lloyd's shoals. Other sites acquired 
were three on the Flint river and two 
on the Oconee. In the ultimate devel- 
opment these plants will probably be 
constructed at each of these sites with 
transmission lines converging at a cen- 
tral’ station at Macon or some central 
point so that the entire system will be 
tied together and absolute certainty 
of service secured. 

The dam was built by Lane Brothers 
Company, of Danville, Va.; J..G. White 


& Co., of New York, were the engineers 
in charge of the work;_F. C. Shepherd, 
of Boston, was the resident engineer; 
G. F. Harley, of Sparta, Ga, was first 
assistant engineer, and handled many 
of the most difficult problems con- 
nected with the great work. He has 
seen experience in similar enterprises 
in the west, and is, one of the best- 
known young engineers in the south, 
being a member of the American 5o- 
ciety of Engineers and other organi- 
zations that show this rank. 

The power plant has been running 
now about six weeks, and is working 
perfectly in every detail.

Savannah, Ga. April 8.—(Special.)— 
Much interest of a speculative nature 
is being manifested over the approach- 
ing quarterly meeting of the directors 
of the Central of Georgia Railway and 
Ocean Steamship Company.

Aside from the appointment of a 
permanent gecretary and the authoriza- 
tion of appropriations for current ex- 
penses, nothing can be foretold in re- 
gard to the meeting, which will be the 
first since the induction of the new 
regime. 

It is generally understood that a 
man for the secretaryship has already 
been chosen. The secretaryship has 
been filled by C. C, Greene since the 
resignation of C, C. Williams. 

Greene Transferred to Chicago. 

Mr. Grecne was appointed assistant 
secretary of the Illinois Central and 
transferred to Chicago several days 
ago, leaving the Central and Ocean 
Steamship secretaryship unfilled. 

Walter C. Askew, treasurer of the 
Central, hag been mentioned for the 
position of secretary of the steamship 
company, the impression being that the 
secretary s duties of the two concerns 
will be attended to separately here- 
after. 

It is rumored that a shake vp in 
the operating department of the Cen- 
tral may occur. At present the Cen- 
tral is spending a great deal of money 
in side-track improvements. The 
work of laying new side tracks is es- 
pecially active along the road between 
Fort Valley and Macon, and between 
Columbus and Birmingham. 

Of late considerable interest ‘has , 
been taken by the road in agricultural! pA AT ae :

The plan for a road improvement 
train was adopted by the railroad com- 
pany after consultation with officials 
of the United States office of public 
roads and the American Association 
for Highway Improvement. President 
Finley entered into the scheme hear- 
tily. He is a member of the executive 
committee of the American Associa- 
tion for Highway Improvement: and 
the Southern Railway company recog-

nizing the vast economic importance of 
the movement for good roads, has been 
doing all in its power to spread the 
idea throughout the south. In every 
possible way the Southern Railway 
company wishes to aid in road _ im- 
provement that will make for the 
prosperity of the south and President 
Finley made it possible for the United 
States office of public roads to make 
arrangements for a spectacular and 
instructive trip.

of benefit In the case of each indi- 
vidual. If the farmer has been at a 
loss how to improve his road he can 
find out all about it by attending the 
train exhibit. Arrangements may even 
be made so that the persons in each 
town along the route to be traversed 
may send in specific questions before 
the train arrives, they being answered 
in the lectures that will be given.

It isn’t the coronation itself that is 
causing all this preparation, and mak- 
ing<such a commotion among the folk 
whose job it la to maintain the orna- 
' mental side of monarchy. No, the act- 
ual coronation stripped of all non-es- 
sentials, is practically a big church. 
wedding of the monarch to his people, 
after they have already been ,Jjegally 
married at a mayor's office. The Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury performs the ser- 
vice of conferring upon the king a 
series of symbols, of which the crown 
fs only one, and administering to him 
various solemn oaths Which amount 
practically to promises to the church 
which he has already given in another 
form to the people. He is as much 
king before the coronation as after: 
and has exactly as much power. It 
would make no difference to the gov- 
ernment if His Majesty should not be 
crowned at all. But the people are 
like the bride who wants the crowd 
and excitement and pretty dresses of 
the church wedding, and perhaps, too, 
the sanction and blessing of the church, 
even though she has already had the 
civil marriage. And it ts this phase 
of it that turns the coronation into a 
pageant and that provides its really 
entertaining features.

Relations With Greeks and 
Turks All Along the Fron- 
tier Are Strained = and 
Frequent and Severe Fights 
Are Reported. 


By Emil Andrassy. 

Vienna, April 8.——(Special.)—Austria 
is quietly concentrating both naval and 
military forces so as to be prepared to 
act promptly and efficiently in case of 
an outbreak of hostilities between Tur- 
key and Greece, which it is firmly be- 
lieved in well-informed circles is sure 
to come in the near future. A strong 
squadron of warships has been sent to 
the gulf of Volo, and the troops in the 
eastern part of the empire have been 
heavily reinforced. 

If war should come Austria would 
undoubtedly seize Salonika, and would 
hold it. It is said on high authority 
that this matter was discussed on the 
occasion of the recent visit of Kaiser 
Wilhelm to Vienna, and that the Ger- 
'man emperor fully approved the plans 
of Austria. 

The relations between Greeks and 
Turks all along the frontier are strain- 
ed as they have not been since 1897, 
and if Turkey is looking for a quarrel 
with its neighbor here are conditions 
which it may make use of at any time. 

There have been frequent frontier 
fights, and it is not believed an out- 
break can very long be postponed. 

In this connection it is interesting 
to note that reports from Salonika 
state that the ex-Sultan Abdul Hamid, 
mad with rage at a recent failure to 
escape, attempted to commit suicide at 
the Villa Allati. The ex-sultan broke 
a vein. Fortunately, one of the at- 
tendants appeared, and, assisted by an 
Officer of the watch, prevented Abdul 
Hamid from injuring himself. Almost 
inarticulate with rage the ex-sultan 
shrieked, “The rule of the Young Turks 
will soon be a thing of the past. Allah’s 
curse will shortly be fulfilled, and this 
empire will disappear from the earth 
‘and be engulfed in the sea.”

The announcement that Archduke 
, Charles Francis Joseph will attend the 
coronation of King George alone has

He 
was instructor ang assistant professor 
of history in the University of Wis- 
consin from 1902 to 1908, when he 
came to Tulane.

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40TH BIRTHDAY PICNIC AT DECATUR ORPHANS’ HOME 
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Decatur Orphans’ Home which celebrates the fortieth anniversary of its dedication on May 6. 


A picnic in honor of the fortieth 
anniversary of the Orphans’ Home at 
Decatur will be given on the grounds 
Saturday, May 6. The occasion will 
be an auspicious one and fully 5,000 
people are expected. , 

An attractive program has been ar- 
ranged by the committee. One of 
Georgia’s foremost orators will de- 
liver the anniversary address. There 
will also be a song service, delivered 
by the orphans and visiting Sunday 
schools. Short addresses will be de- 
livered by General C. A. Evans and 
Judge John lL. Hopkins, the surviving 
trustees. Speeches will be made by 
others also. 

On Apri] 26, 1871, friends of orphans 


in and aroung Atlanta and Norcross, 
Ga., met at Norcross to dedicate a 
building which hag recently belonged 
to Captain Jones and inaugurated the 
work of saving motherless and father- 
less children. A number of Gwinnett 
admirers of the movement bought a 
nelghboring farm at the request of 
Dr. Jesse Boring, giving their notes 
for that which remained unpaid. 
When the home was opened Dr. Bor- 
ing was superintendent and Misses 
Eliza Gibson and Sallie Crittendon 
were the matron and teacher. There 
were nineteen ingnates, children of 
former soldiers, whose widows were 
striving to earn a livelihood, and had 


order to afford them adequate shelter 
and food. 

The Norcross building was burned 
in 1873. Because of greater conveni- 
‘ence, the institution was removed to 
Decatur, where it now stands. Here 
it has been marvelously blessed. The 
grounds afforg good drainage, ideal 
farm’ lands, a rare spring and a beau- 
tiful 10-acre field, which is allowed 
the children for their playground. 
Railroad facilities are also great. 

The home is now one of the most 
perfect in the south. There is ample 
room, clean and up-to-date buildings 
and the inmates are under the tutelage 
and instruction of a corps of teachers 
creditable to any institution of its

eral purpose is to learn the truth, 
to do right, and to be happy. As the 
intellect of man is progressive and 
constructive, the old ideals of educa- 
tion are gradually being replaced by 
new forms and methods of thought 
developed by the public school system 
in Europe, America and in Japan. 
During the youth of our parents, the 
schoolhouse could be used for nothing 
during the twelve months of the year 
except for the education of the day 
school, with a reasonable amount of 
flogging. Today, educational forms of 
thought have so changed that the 
school building and equipment and 
grounds, all of which 
known as the school plant, are made 
to do an invaluable service for vaca- 
tion schools, for evening schools, for 
playgrounds in the afternoons and 
during the three months of vacation, 
for lectures by eminent men of letters 
and science, and for entertainment of 
patrons within the community which 
that school building serves. In. the 
youth of our fathers and mothers, the 
moral, physical and intellectual divi- 
dends paid by the old school plant 
were insufficient. The loss to the com- 
munity was great. It reminds one 
much of the lost energy of the old 
farmer’s wagon as the wheel wabbles 
in and out, greatly increasing the fric-

tion without doing good. Under our 
present civilization we are coming to 
understand that civilization is a unit, 
and needs and desires all the good it 
can get, not only during the ten 
months of the scholastic year, but in 
the afternoons and evenings, in the 
summer vacations, and in any form 
that does not destroy the property. 
A Great Evil. 

I do not fear to assert that the 
greatest evil existing today in our 
educational system is the vast abyss 
that separates the school teacher and 
the parents. If the school building can 
be used as @ common ground for the 
rneetings of the principals and teach- 
ers of the schaol with the fathers and 
mothers of the children in the after- 
noons, or in the evenings, the teachers 
and the parents will get close togeth- 
er, will form common ideals, will likely 
agree upon wise methods of. discipline 
and instruction. Greater co-operation 
between the school and the home will 
result. The mother and the father will 
see the teacher’s side, and will sym- 
pathize. The teacher who has no chil- 
dren of her own will see the father’s 
and the mother’s side, and will sympa- 
thize. It will be easier then to bear 
the absence of a pupil from 
and easier for the parent to 
send the child to school on time. With 
this union of discussion and confer- 
ence, a stronger love will exist be- 
tween teacher and pupil and between 
parents and teacher, and the commu- 
nity will become more and more a 
loving circle, full of common helpful- 
ness and sympathy and inspiration. 
Much of the traditional friction of the 
school and the home is the product of 
our imperfect civilization growing out 
of the chasm that separates teachers 
and parents. The moral demand for 
the use of school buildings and grounds 
for community purposes is so strong 
as to cause me to wonder why the 
times are just beginning to insist upon 
a broader use of the school plant. For 
instance, take the medical inspection 
department of the public echools of 
Atlanta. 

Medical Inspection, 

Our medical inspectors, both able 
gentlemen, Dr. Robert G. Stephens, the 
chief, and Dr. Dan Y. Sage, the assist- 
ant, in their official reports to the 
superintendent's office, inform me of 
the number of pupils examined, the 
number normal, the fumber defective, 
and the per cent defective. In one of 
our schools they report 82.4 per cent 
of the children as defective. Mark you, 
these reports are all from the white 
schools. From another school they re- 
pert as having 94.4 defective children; 
another school, 86.1 per cent; another, 
98 per cent; another, 88.9 per cent. It 
is unnecessary to enumerate more. If 
the parents and the teachers can listen 
to medical lectures once a month, or 
oftener, upon the physical condition 
of the children, we know that the 
fireside would be more thoughtful in 
the protection of the children. It would 
not be neccsssary to threaten a mother 
with the recorder’s court because she 
had three times taken her child who 
had diphtheria to a schoolhouse and 
would have done so again but for fear 
of the law: Parents would not send 
their children with scarlet fever to 
school, efter being formally notified

that it was a dangerous thing to do. 
So many cases like the above have 0oo- 
curred within the city of Atlanta ?% 
the last seven or eight moths as to be 
almost incredible. 

The formation of mothers’ clubs, 
which would meet with the teachers, 
and with able lectures in the school 
buildings, would necessarily be a vast 
protection to the physical and moral 
and intellectual constitution of the 
child, It would be interesting at one 
of these mothers’ meetings to have Dr. 
Stephens or Dr. Sage, or some other 
able physician of our city, to deliver 
lectures on what is seen from the 
medical standpoint. The mothers’ meet- 
ings, systematically and Wisely con- 
ducted for the public g00d, would do 
much to drive of out the system de- 
cayed teeth, adenoids, swollen tonsils, 
defective vision, anemia, skin diseases, 
and parasites. Parents are s0 busy 
making bread for their families, that 
they do not stop to consider 3° health 
of their children; but thevo® parents’ 
meetings will recall the attention of 
the father and mother to the fireside 
conditions, and thereby will build up 
a& stronger, purer and wiser citizen- 
ship. 

I hope that the press of the city and 
intelligent public opinion will rally to 
these mothers’ meetings and give them 
all possible assistance with presence 
smile and counsel.
